An, enumeration of the inhabitants of the 
State, as demanded by the Constitution, is ail 
that is required tor the purposes. of equitable 
distriet representation. The elaborate census 
taken by the Federai Government once in ten 
years affords detailed and complete informa- 
tion as to the progress and resources of the 
State, and to duplicate this work and expense 
would therefore be.a waste of public money. 

We reaffirm the declarations of the Demo- 
cratic National Conventions of 1876, 1880, and 
1884 in regard to the necessity of reforming 
the civil service, but we condemn the actual 
administration of the existing Civil-Service 
luw as the same bas been executed by the He- 
publican party. They have abused its provis- 
ions for the purpose of retaining Republicans 
in office; they have, through the machinery of 
the law, formulated lists of eligibles com posed 
almost exciusively ol Republicans; they have 
extended the period during which, by the pro- 
vis tions of the law, those eligible to appoint- 
ment to office should remain on the register so 
as to exclude Democrats from all offices within 
the ruies of the civil service. We ask that the 
commission at Washington be reorganized, so 
that its majority shali be in sympathy with tne 
Ad.ninistration; that both parties be fairiy 
represented on the examining boards; and 
that the present lists of persgne eligible 
for appointment de annyfed. While, 
therefore, prociaiming ou app-obation 
of the general spirit which inspired 
the recent legislation of the Federal Govern- 
ment and of the State of New Tork to promote 
a needed reform of the civil service, we must 
at the same time place on record our wish and 
purpose that the proper officers of each depart- 
ment charged with the execution of that legis- 
lation be empowered to make suitable rules 
and regulations to carry it into effect, and shall 
take cure that the constitutional power of the 
Executive and beads of departments to make 
appointments shall not be impaired, and that 
the machinery, whatever it may be, for the 
testing of eligibility shall not be prostituted to 
unworthy purposes. 

[At this point Chairman Herrick said: I am 
requested to state to the convention that this 
provision was adopted by a majority of this 
committee, but the minority, in the interest 


of barmony, decided to make no minority re- 
port. 

The convention believes that the experiment 
of coining silver dollars in the hope of main- 
taining a fixed ratio with gold has gone far 
enougb and cannot be continued further with- 
out great danger to the business interests of 
the country. The loss in interest alone on the 
silver dollars stored up in the Treasury is over 
$4,000,000 per annum, and this accumulation of 
silver, purchased at a cost of $180,000,000, is 
worth today not more than $16,000,000, with 
every prospect of a further depreciation.

THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNORSHIP. 

The first name presented as a candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor was William E. Smith, 
the law partner of Smith M. Weed, and a Demo- 
cratic boss of Clinton County. Smith, who 
was Chairmen of the Democratic State Con- 
vention last year, has long lived in the agoniz- 
ing hope that some political recognition would 
be taken of his services as a local leader, but his 
name evoked enthusiasm of a very mild char- 
acter. The name of Roswell P. Flower, a native 
of Jefferson County, but now the well-known 
New York City millionaire, with a willingness 
to tap his financial barrel, was presented by 
Mr. Griffith of Jefferson and rece.ved with en- 
thusiasm, notwithstanding the fact that inside 
of fifteen hours he bad contemptuously de- 
clined to entertain the thought of taking 
second piace on the ticket. His palpable weak- 
ness for office bad evidently overruled his de- 
cision. Knowing that Flower would contribute 


lavishly for election expenses the conven- 


tion caught up his name with a craze of boarse 
yelis and applanse. While the Casino was re- 


sounding with cheers | Bourke Cockran gained 
@ speech in Flower’s 


favor. That settled the . — Every body 
knew then that Flower was Tammany's man. 
Smith being withdrawn, the nomination 
of the millionaire was sbrieked through 
with a roar tand a tiger.“ The fact 
that Flower, a defeated candidate for 
Governer, spurned the Lieutenant-Goveronor- 


| ship and then accepted it, nas greatly lowered 


him in the political esteem of many of his 
warmest friends. They aver tnat he is put on 
the ticket simply because be has wealth at his 
command and will unload. 

Before the assembling of the convention this 
morning delegations representing the different 
New York City factions called upon Flower 
and urged him to accept the nomination of 
Lieutenant-Governor. Messrs. Hewitt, Lowe, 
and Jacobs were among the gentlemen who 
labored with Mr. Flower. 


[Roswell Pettibone Flower was born in Theresa, 
Jefferson County, N. ., Aug. 7, 1885. When he 
was about 8 years old his futher died, leaving the 
family poor, which compelled Roswell to labor 
when not in school to support the family. At the 
age of 14 he obtuined a position in the village store 
at the munificent saiary of $5 per month, and at 16 
be graduated from the high school in his native 
place. At the age of 18 he removed to Water- 
town, in the same county, where be was appointed 
clerk in the post-office, a position which he held 
for six years, when be began basiness for himself 
as a jeweler, in which he continued successfully 
for ten years, when his brother-in-iaw, Mr. Henry 
Keep, died, leaving a large property. valuea at 
$4,000,000. To take care of this estate Mr. Flower 
removed to New York City, where he has since re- 
sided, being now the head of a large banking firm. 
Mr. Flower was elected to the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress in 1881, defeating the Hon. W. W. Astor, 
who spent $150,000 in the struggle. Among the bilis 
Mr. Flower introduced whiie in Congress was one 
to fix the tax on malt at 25 cents a bushel and one 
to provide for the refunding of excess of duties as- 


sessed and collected on importatsions of raw sug- . 


ars. He introduced a resolution proposing an 
amendment to the Constitution giving the Presi- 
dent power to veto separate items in appropriation 
bills. Petitions and papers presented by him in- 
cluded a petition to restrict Chinese immigration 
and petitions trom New York German societies and 
workingmen asking for better protection of Ameri- 
can Citizens abroad. At the close of his term Mr. 
Flower returned to the Treasury $450.50, 
being the amount overpaid him on  4ac- 
count of salary and mileage. A re- 
election to Congress was positively refused. 
He has more than once been urged as a candidate 
for Governor of New York State, and was a pos- 
sible candidate for the Presidency in 1884. Mr. 
Flower is a strongly-built, vigorous man. The 
record of his benefactions is long. Prominent 
among wem was his erection and gift of the St. 
Tnomas Home, on Fifty-ninth street, to New York 
City. The structure alone cost $40,000. To St. 
Thomas’ Chapel. which adjoins the home, he gave 
$5,000 in the interests of the poor in the locality. 
He is a marrie@ man, with one surviving daughter 
of three children. Mr. Flower is aman of simple 


habits, easily upproached. } 
THE OTHER NOMINEES. 

The interest in the convention now began to 
lag, the apathy of many of the delegates being 
quite noticeable. For Secretary of State the 
names of Frederick Cook of Monroe County 
and ex-Congressman Edward Wemple of Mont- 
gomery were presented as candidates. The 
ballot resulted 290 to 29 in favor of Cook, and 
he received the unanimous nomination amid 
meagre enthusiasm. 

Representatives of the County Democracy, 
Tammany, and Irving Hall gained the floor 
and enacted the annual farce of shaking hands 
over the New York County political chasm 
and promising to outrivai each other in sup- 
porting the ticket with an undivided front. 
The absurd idea that these three organizations 
will pull together in the same harness pro- 
voked an audible smile by knowing ones on 
the back seats. 

The calling of the roll was suspended and 
Controller Alfred C. Chapin of Brooklyn was 
renominated by acclamation. His advocates 
bad urged bim in the cause of civil-service 
reform. | 

The friends of Attorney-General Denis 
O’Brien of Jefferson. County jumped upon the 
chair and called for his renomination by ac- 
clamation. It was carried through with a dade ce 


leaving late this afternoon and early this even- 
ing. Thus closes one of the most stirring polit- 


ical weeks Saratoga bas ever witnessed. It is 
estimated that fully 15,000 persons were at- 
tracted here during the last few days by both 


the Republican and Domocentte Coo veations.

gin. Every clerk and broker in the custom 
house had more or less to say in comparing the 
respective State tickets nominated at Sara- 
toga, and the general opinion was that 
the Republican ticket was far and 
away the superior. Members of the 
Civil-Service Reform Association, Democrats

Thirty-one en- 
gines, the fire-boat Alpha, and two steam-tugs 
were brought to the scene by these repeated 
Alarms, and found that they had a fire on band 
that would keep them busy for hours to come.

every direction, the greatest consternation 
was created in the adjacent yards, which 
it seemed could not possibly escape. Long 
lines of freight-cars loaded with lumber stand- 
ing on the tracks on Ashland aveuue, upon the 
east side of which the fire was raging, began 
to smoke as tne intense beat shriveled up the 
paint upon their sides and began to char the 
wood beneath. The breeze, stiff from the 
southwest, drove the smioke and flames to the 
east and north, and the soft, dry lumber 
burned with great rapidity and the radiated heat 
was simply unbearabie for 200 feet in every 
direction, and blazes were started from this 


cause where the flames did not reach at all. 


Before the first engine bad arrived the fire bad 
extended to the adjoining yard, owned by C. 
B. Flinn & Co., and had developed into a 
‘peething sea of fire. 
THE FIRE-BOAT. 

The fire-tug Alpha, which is stationed in a 
lip not far away, put in an appearance very 
-ghortly after the outbreak of the fire, steamed 
up the slip on the east of the yard where the 
fire bad secured such a good hold, shoved her 
nose right into the fame and smoke, and had 
three streams doing effective service within

utes—perbaps five—she beld her position. Then 
the paint on the sides of the pilot-bouse began 
to sizzle, the giass cracked, and she backed off.

THE LOSS. 

Mr. C. S. Gardner sad: Unfortunately all 
my best lumber was piled upin the north end 
of the yard which just adjoins Fiinn’s yard, 
and it was nearly all destroyed. As near as I 
can estimate, half or little more than half, my 
entire stock bas been destroyed. There waa 
but little difference in my stock as reported 
Sept. 1 and the time of the fre.“ Sept. 1 Mr. 
Gardner was credited with a stock of 4,000,000 
feet of lumber, 1,000,000 shimgles, and 500,000 
lath, and upon his etimate his loss would be: 
On tumber, $40,000; on shingies, $1,200; on 
lath, $4.400; total, $45,600. 

Mr. Fiinn stated to a reporter last night that 
his stock on hand just beforo the fire was about 
the same as bis report made Sept. 1—nawe- 
ly: 6,000,000 feet iumber, 20,000,000 shingies, 
600,000 laths, and 50,000 p:ckets. He estimates 


bis loss at 2,500,000 feet of jumber, half of the. 


shingles, and all of the pickets and laths. He 
thinks that bis loss will be between $60,000 and 
$70,000. He said be vever coula adequately 
express bis gratitude to the department for its 
heroic work. 

The total loss, therefore, will be not far from 
$115,000.

CHIEF SWENIE. 

Between 4 and 5 o'clock Chief Swenie, who 
had responded to the first alarm just because 
be telt there was going to be trouble,“ and 
who had been in the thick of the fight, was 
obliged to withdraw, the intense heat having 
seared his eyebalis and produced a painful in- 
fammation and temporarily biinded him. 
When seen by a reporter at his 
home be that the conditions 
for a conflagration were more favorable 
than he bad ever seen before in the lumber 
district. There was astiff southwesterly wind, 
the yards were dry, and it looked very much as 
if the district would be swept clean. I never 
saw the men work as they worked today; and 
they were punished as they were never pun- 
ished before. But they fought as if their lives 
depended on the result and they won. The 
fire-boat was worth thousands of dollars to us, 
and with three powerful streams and 
a small one to play on the 
men, they did some close work that could not 
have been done any other way. I don't Know 
how it might have ended if we hadn’t had the 
boat. They were going to lay her up a day or 
two ago to put another pump into her, but 1 
tola them to wait till the first rainy day, and 
I'm glad waited. That second fire in 
Ruddock & @.’s had obtained a pretty good 
start before K was seen, as pretty much every- 
body was watching the big fire, and when 
they told me it looked bad, and that I 
had better go over there myself, it rather 
staggered me. But I got four companies in 
there—21, 13, 32, and 34—and despite the tact 
that the mev bad been working bard for nearly 
four tours on the other fire they got down to 
business and never let the new biaze get away 
from them. Ithink that itis possible I can 
now get what I nave frequently asked for— 
the last time right after the Wells 
& French Company’s fire—an S.-inch 
main on Ashland avenue from Twenty- 
second street to the bridge. Of course 
no one will want the water, and there will be 
no revenue from it, but I want it for fire serv- 
ice. We should be able to get water in there 
without having to drive down to the slips and 
puli down lumber enough to give us room to 
work. Today I had engines at the slip west of 
Ashland avenue, and the companies had to 
lead from there way around to the east 
of the fre. In such long leads cf 


hose there are sure to be weak 


sections that will give way under the neces 


sary high pressure, we are crippled just 80 
much?and valuable time and water are wasted. 
But I am entirely satisfied with the result to- 


day. 

No, I don’t think the fire in Ruddock's 
yard was the wort of an inceudiary. It looked 
as if it started from the top of one of the piles. 
and there are 80 many tugs and propellers 
running up and down the river that a spark 
from one of them is the probabie cause.”

One min- 
ute later an alarm from Box 438 on Twenty- 
second street was sounded for the same fire. 
At 12:23 Marshal Campion sent in the second 
alarm, and five minutes afterward he ordered 
the third. Chief Swenie made a special call 
for ten engines at 12:38, and at 1:14 Marshal 
Conway made a special call for three more en- 
gines and atruck. At the same time that this 
call was made, some individual whose identity 
cannot be discovered turned in an alarm from 
Box No. 369, at the corner of Rebecca street 
and Centre avenue. This was a ialse 
alarm, given entirely without cause and 
took out of service four engines, 
whioh were badly needed in an entirely 
different direcuon. At 2:11 a fire, incipient, 
broke out at Clybourn avenue and Wood 
street, and three engines, one truck, and one 
chemical were sent there. At 3o’clock the 
alarm for the second fire in the lumber district 
started the *“jigger’’ in the operating room, 
and an engine and truck were sent from the 
southern part of the city, and Chief Swenie 
was apprised by telegraph, he being near the 
place. With all these calls and alarms, and 
the transfer of companies trom one ond of the 
city, besides the work of noting on prepared 
bianks the locaton of every company in the 
service, the day was an eventful one for the 
operators. . 


THE GUSPEL OF DRUNKENNESS. 


THE REV. LEONARD’S PROVERB EXCUSE FOR 
WHISEY-DRINKING. 

Cincinnati Gazette: The cuunsel of Mr. 
Leonard’s two physicians was sufficient to 
justify him in taking the whisky. But bis re- 
jection of that as insufficient, and his then 
consenting because of this Scripture, receives 
it as an injunction to drink to intoxicanon, to 
drown the consciousness of poverty and mis- 
ery. The besetting temptation of men defeat- 
ed in the battle of life, of men with families 
and poverty staring at them, who find life in- 


cessant coil, who are thrown by misfortune or | 


discouraged by a hopeless prospect, is that 
they will fly to drink for solace and oblivion. 


This temporary respit adds another and a 
greater to their distresses, and increases their 
demand for drink. Yet Mr. Leonard’e Script- 
ure commands this. The solemn affair of the 
rescue from the death-bed is thus told as Mr. 
Lecnard’s vindication, as from the brother who 
officiated: 

Dr. Leonard was sick nigh unto death. One of 
his attending physicians was the late Dr. William 
Clendenin of this city. Dr. C. prescribed for Dr. 
Leonard at a critical stage of the disease pure 
bourbon whisky. Dr. Leonard at first refused to 
take it, and asked Dr. Clendenin if there was no 


the place of the pure bourbon. Dr. C. answered 
there was not, and insisted, as did the gentleman 
referred to, that Dr. Leonard should takeit. Dr. 
Leonard still refusing, that gentieman referred to 
said to him: “Iwill prove to you, Dr. L., that 
you ought to tab it, by the Bible.“ 

Thereupon the gentleman opened the Bible and 
read to him from the last chapter of Proverbs, 
verse 6: “Give strong drink to him that is ready 
to perish, and wine unto those that be of heavy 
hearts. Now, “said the gentieman, “ Brother 
Leonard, you are ready to perish.“ and Dr. Clen- 
denin says you must take this pure bourbon whisky 
to save your life.” Thereupon Dr. Leonard sensi- 
bly yielded, took the liquor prescribed, and, bu- 
maniy speaking, the life was saved. 

Two doctors agreed; still he refused; but 
upon this Scripture be surrendered. Wu tbis 
be accepted the rest of the injunction, which 
gives the reason for the drinking: Let bim 
drink and forget his poverty, and remember 
his misery no more.“ And thus did this 
doctor of divinity take the whisky and the 
Bible as an injunction to drink in order to 
drown consciousness and memory, and to 
create tipsy jollity. This complete vindication 
of himself is at the cost of degrading the 
Scriptures. Cana doctor of divin ty think this 
of the Word of God? If so, is not bis political 
prohibition stumping against his Word of God? 

Does any doctor of theoiogr think that all 
the sayings ascribed to Solomon in Proverbs 
and Ecclesiastes are to be taken as rules of 
faith and conduct? There are many that are 
maxims of hard worldly prudence, which 
Christians do not receive as rules of conduct. 
Some are misanthropical expressions of the 
exhaustion of woridiy pleasures, with no hope 
in the future. They are though lessons 
from such standpoints. 

Mr. Leonard would hardly essent that noth- 
ing is worth living for but to eat and drink, 
because The Preacher, having sounded all 
things, said: a 

Then I commended mirth, because a man hath 
no better thing under the sun than to eat ahd to 
drink and to be merry; for that shall abide with 
him of his labor the days of his life which God 
giveth him under the sun. 


He will hardly assent that wisdom is no bet- 


ter than tolly, and a good life no better than a 
wicked, because The Preacher says: 

What hath the wise more than the fool? ... 
All things come alike to all; there is one event to 
the righteous and to the wicked, to the good and to 
the clean and to the unclean. 

He would not fling up bis hope in immortality 
because a brother in a time of soul-sickness 
read bim this Scripture: 

For that which befalieth the sons of men be- 
falleth beasts; even one thing befalleth them; as 
the one dieth so dieth the other; yea, they have 
all one breath; so that a man hath no preéminence 
over the beasts. 

Nor would he accept as the Word of God on 
the comparative goodness of man and woman 


the foilowing, because Solomon, who maia- 


tained 700 wives and 300 concubines, gave it as 
his experience: 

Behold, this have I founded. One man 
among a thousand have I found; but a woman 
among all those have I not found. 

He would not hold forth to the sisters of his 
congregation the hard sayings on women as 
the sole cause of family discord and of the 
sins of men which abound in the Proverbs. 
How came it that he received us the whole 
Scripture on intoxicating drink this maxim of 
the inebriate? It is given as the words of 
King Lemuel, the prophecy that his mother 
taught bim.“ Lemuei's mother taught him 
badly; but a doctor of divinity need not re- 
ceive this as tho whoe of Scripture. And 
Lemuel's mother gave this as a concession to 
péopie of no consequence, following a warning 
against drink as a perverter of the judgment, 
thus: 

It is not for Kings, O Lemuel, not for Kings to 
drink wine, nor for Princes strong drink; lest they 
drink and forget the law and pervert the judgment 
of any of the afflicted. a 

How could Mr. Leonard receive the maxim 
for drowning the senses with drink as the whole 
of the Seripture in the face of this in the same 
Proverbs: 

Wineis a mocker, strong drink raging; and who- 


ever is deceived thereby is not wise. 


Had he forgotten this weighty wo: 

Wo unto him that giveth his neighbor strong 
drink that putteth thy bottle to him and make th 
himdruaken also!

The President promised to take up the Ap- 
praisership tomorrow and dispose of it as 
promptly as possible. He spoke very favor- 
ably of McKee, and left the impression that the 
contest lies entirely between McKee and 
According to one account of the in- 
terview the President made this statement in 
so many words, and McKee’s conviction that 
Hoyne is his only antagonist will 
lead to an emphatic protest tomorrow 
against another appointment from the Iroquois 
Club.

PAYMASTER-GENERAL SMITH SAT UPON.

ATTORNEY DORSHEIMER ON THE PRACTICE 
OF “TIPPING.” 

United States District Attorney Dorshetmer 
of this city sent a reply today to Secretary 
Manning's letter of yesterday in reward to the 
prevalent custom among incoming travelers on 
ocean steamers of “tipping” the Government 
baggage inspectors at New York. Mr. Dor- 
sheimer says: 

I beg to assure you that your instructions will be 
zealuusiy carried out, and that all the power of 
this office will be used to break up this pernicious 
and most disreputabie practice. The first person 
who shall be found paying an officer money and 
the rat officer who shall be found receiving money 
in contravention of the iaws will be presented to 
the grand jury, and the indictments against them 
will be promptly brought to trial.

DIET AND DYSPEPSIA. 


WHAT DR. AUSTIN FLINT SAYS. 

Dr. Austin Flint shocked the believers in 
diet-cure many years ago dy telling them that 
the trouble was in their mind, and not in their 
gastric apparatus. Dr. Fiint deciares that the 
true rules are these: Do not adopt the rule 
of eating only at stated periods—twice or thrice 
daily. Be governed in this respect by appe- 
tite; eat whenever there is a desire for food. 
Eat in the evening or at bedtime if food is de- 
sired, Insomnia is often attributable to hun- 


ger. 

In tne choice of articles of diet be distrust- 
ful of past personal experience, and consider 
it to be a trustworthy rule that those articles 
will be most likely to be digested without in- 
convenience which are most acceptabie to the 
palate. As far as is practicable let the articles 
of diet be made asceptable by good cooking; 
as a rule, the better artic'es of food are cooked 
the greater the comfort during digestion. 
Never leave the table with an unsatisfied appe- 
tite. Be in no haste to suppose that you are 
separated from the rest of mankind by dietetic 
idiosyncrasies, and be distrustful of the dogma 
that another man’s meat is poison to you. Do 
not undertake to estimate the amount of food 
which you take. In this respect different per- 
sons differ very widely, and there is no fixed 
standara of quantity which is not to be ex- 
ceeded. 

„Take animal and vegetable articles of diet 
in relative proportions as indicated by instinct. 
In the quantity of drink follow Nature's inai- 
cation—namely: thirst. Some old writer said 
that the stomach was like a schoolboy—unless 
kept pretty constantly occupied ft was sure to 
get into mischief. There is an important prac- 
tical truth in this remark. If the stomach be- 


haves perversely, like the mischievous school- 


boy, the patient should conquer the stomech, 
and not the stomach the patient. This simile 
may sometimes be used with advantage in 
order to make patients not afraid to rely on 
their digestive powers.”

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THE NEW YORK DEMOCRATS AND 
THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The Republicans of New York at their re- 
cent convention placed themselves fairly and 
squarely on the record in favor of a faithful 
and impartial administration of the Civil- 
Service law.

We lusist upon 
the enforcement of these laws by all public 
Officials, not only in the letie., but also in the 
spirit. 

How have the Democrats of New York 
met this question? After nominating a no- 
torious out-and-out opponent of civil-service 
reform, the candidate of the Tammany ma-

‘effect, shall take care that the constitution- 
**al power of the Executive and heads of de- 
*‘ partments to make appointments shall not 
‘‘be impaired.” Had the New York 
Democrats come out boldly and said, 
We are opposed to the reform of the civil 
** service,” they cou!d not have expressed their 
hostility more clearly than they have done in 
the civil-service plank of their platform. Lf 
Cleveland had any friends in the convention 
their demand for an indorsement of his civil- 
service policy was not considered.

THE WARNER SILVER Bft. 


Gen. Warner’s Silver bill evidently re- 


ceived a great deal of consideration and criti- 
cism before it was presented to the public. 
In its essential features it probably includes 
the only plan of compromise that will stand 
any show of success before the next Con- 


gress. It provides practically, although not 


absolutely, for the suspension of the silver 


dollar coinage and the issue instead of bull- 


ion certificates at the current value of the 
deposit and redeemable at the option of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in ‘lawful 


money or silver bullion at its market value 


at the time of presentation. Foreign silver 
is to be excluded from the deposits. The 
certificates are to be receivable for all public 
dues, and constitute a legal tender. between. 
National banks and in the payment of all 
debts owing by the United States, except 
where payment in gold is expressly provided. 
These are the essential features of the War- 
uer compromise. It meets fairly the demand 


for a suspension of the coinage of the pres- 


ent silver dollars, but. does notin any sense 
aim at the abolition of silver as money. 

The bullion certificates provided in the 
Warner plan would at the time of their issue 
represent in intrinsic value the amount of 
their face, and their legal-tender quality 
would prevent any serious fluctuation after- 
wards, even if the provision for their re- 
demption in lawful money or bullion at 
its market value should not be a complete 
safeguard. The moment that. silver began 
to depreciate the certificates would bein de- 
mand for their debt-paying power, which ex- 
tends to all dues owing to the Government 
or between National banks, and this alone 
would keep them at par so long as their vol- 
ume did not exceed the aggregate of such 
debts. A certificate good for its face value 
when issued, and redeemable at any time in 
gold or silver bullion at the market rates, and 
armed with a cousiderable power as a legal 
tender, could not fail to be niaintained at 
par. Such acurrency would have no tend- 
ency to drive out gold. It would be free 
from the dangers that attend the continued 
coinage of the present silver dollars, and un- 
der such a system silver could be maintained 
as part of the monetary system until the en- 
tire question is settled on the: basis of inter- 
national agreement. 

Mr. Warner's compromise is only intended 
as a temporary measure. It is in fact an at- 
tempt to prevent the demonetization of sil- 
ver and hold it in its place until an interna- 
tional agreement with Germany and Great 
Britain can be reached.. One of the best 
features of the Warner plan is the exclusion 
of foreign silver from the deposits, thus pre- 
venting the United States being made a 
dumping-ground for the silver of the 
Eurdpean countries that have demonetized it. 
It is impossible for one nation to make itself, 
the monetary fly-wheel of the world. If the 
United States aims to take care only of its 
own interests the time must soon come when 
the European nations will be foreed to con- 
sider anxiously the remonetization of silver 
on an international basis. A movement. in 
this direction has already begun in England, 
which was the principal country to oppose 
remonetization at the Paris Conference. The 
increasing scarcity and appreciation of gold, 
coupled with the fact of the immense British 
trade with India, a silver country, promise to 
introduce such confusion and “hardship that 
England wil soon be strongly in favor of re- 
monetization. 

Some of the minor provisions of the War- 
ner plan will meet with strong opposition, 
but in its main features the compromise. is 
probably as good a oue as can be secured at 
present. The unconditional suspension of 
the silver coinage looks so much like an at- 
tempt at demouetization that there is some 
doubt whether the people of the South and 
West can be brought to consent to it. A plan 
substantially like that proposed by Warner 

may serve to bridge over the present diffi- 
culty without declaring the outlawry of sil- 
ver, and that is as far as the people are willing 
togo. With the feeling that exists in the 
South and West a compromise measure is 
the only one that stands any show of success. 
Mr. Warner’s plan is of more value than all 
the schemes devised by the bankers. 


DAKOTA’S STAONG CLAIMS. 

Certain Democratic papers improve every 
opportunity to throw ont slurs on the Consti- 
tutional .Convention now in session in Da- 
kota, The purpose of these insinuations is 
as apparent as their lack of truth. Every at- 
tempt possible will be made to prejudice the 
claims of Dakota for admission to the Union, 
and at present Democratic papers improve 
every occasion to declare that the Constitu- 
tional Convention is an unauthorized and un- 
official body, composed in great part of

‘The lack of a Congressional 
enabling act is not a vital matter. Other 
States have been admitted without that for- 
mality, and the precedents justify in every 
particular the action now taken by Dakota. 

‘The Dakota Convention can well afferd to 
‘be judged by its work. The propositions al- 
ready adopted show that the Constitution 
will be a model one in many respects. It is 
true that several cranky and ridiculous 
schemes were presented to the convention, 
but they were cast aside without serious con- 
sideration. The convention has proceeded 

carefully and wisely in framing a Constitu- 
hon that will embody the experience of other 
States and be adapted to the needs of Da- 
kota. Measures of reform that are often de- 
feated in other States through the efforts of 
second-class lawyers passed the Dakota Con- 
vention by a unanimous vote, For instance, 
the measure providing for speedy decisions 
in urgent cases on the constitutionality of 
laws by the Supreme Court was unanimous- 
ly favored by the Judiciary Committee and 
passed the convention without a d 
vote, altho the effect of this provision will be 
to restrict litigauon and cut off lawyers’ fees 
from needless Jawsuits. The same disposi- 
tion has appeared throughout. the proceed- 
ings, ‘The members of the convention have

duty to begin them whether he held stock 


If Mr. Garland’s 
company can enter into successful competi- 
tion with the Bell monopoly, so that the tele- 
phone service may be cheapened and im- 
proved, it is in the interest of the public to 
have itdoso. The consent of the Commis- 
sioner of Patents is a formality that may 
easily be dispensed with, since it was in his 
office that the Bell monopoly was created, 
and it is not a matter of any concern what he 
thinks about the attempt to have his ques- 
tionable decision set aside. As for the attor- 
neys selected, it is only to be said that, as 
they havea double interest ln the matter, 
and are already familiar with the poinis in 
dispute, their zeal may very properly be ex- 
erted on behalf of the pepe. as well as their 
private clients. 

It the Pan-Electric or any other tele 
phone company sees fit to join hands with 
the Government in the attack on the Bell 
patent, well and good. The Government 
suit may be incidentally a benefit to these 
companies, but its primary purpose is to 
throw the telephone business open to free 
competition, so that the people may have 
better and heaper service. A number of in- 
ventors claim that they have instruments. that 
are better and cheaper than the Bell. All 
they ask is. an opportunity to present their 
inventions to the public and have them 
passed upon according to their merits. The 
Bell Company, however, is struggling to 
maintain an absolute monopoly and cut off 
all competition. In this situation the iuter- 
ests of the people and of the rival compa- 
nies’ are the same, and they may well join 
hands to defeat a monopoly which seeks to 
suppress all competition and force the public 
to continue fora long term of years to pay 
exorbitant rates for inferior service, 

It might look better if the Attorney-Gen- 
eral had no connection with any telephone 
company, but fortunately there is no conflict 
between his private interests and those of 
the people. Irrespective of his personal in- 
terests it is his duty as Attorney-General to 
use all his official authority in support of the 
Government proceeding against the Bel? 
patent. Individual litigants and strugg'ting 
rivals are unable to make a contest against 
the powerful Bell Company, which on the 
basis of a questionable patent impudently 
claims the monopoly of an entire art, with 
power to drive out all competition and tax 
the people at will. Whatever Mr. Garland’s 
personal interests may be, it is his imperative 
duty as Attorney-General to give the Gov- 
ernment suit against the Bell patent the 
strongest possible support.

A dispatch from Beigrade says that twelve 
Servian battalions have gone south. Trafic 
between Servia and Roumelia bas been sus- 
pended. Gen. Katargi bas gone to Bucharest 
to negotiate for the codperation of Romania 
with £érvia. 

An incident whieh occurred today at Vienna 
is very significant. Count Kaelnokp, the Aus- 
trian Minister of Foreign Affairs, gave a re- 
ception to the diplomatic ecrps at Vienna, and 
cleariy indicated bis sympathies for Turkey by 
paying marked and ostentatious attentions to 
the Turkish Ambassador. The two diplomats 
were almost inseparable during the reception, 
and found time to bavea long and earnest, con- 
versation, in the course of which the Turkish 
Minister said that the Suitan attached supreme 
importance to the friendship of Austria. 

The Austrian Government is purchasing, at 
advanced prices, ali the corn and oats in the 
market for army purposes.

AT THE SEAT OF WAR.

Large numbers of 
Roumelians, the dispatch says, are emigrating 
to Servia in order to avoid military service. 

Little Greece, too, is getting her back up. 
Five thousand men of the Grecian :eserve 
force have bean formed into an army corps. 
Seventeen thousand regular troops, including 
all brancbes of the army, are massing on the 
frontier bordering on Thessaly. A feeling of 
indignation prevails throughout Greece over 
the recent events in Roumelia. The King will 
be unable to land at Athens before noon Sun- 
day, owing the quarantine regulations. 

Prinee Alexander has returned to Philippopo- 
lis from an inspection of the troops on the 
frontier. He was received everywhere with 
enthusiasm. Numerous hospitals and ambu- 
lances are being fitted un voluntarily at the 
public expense. Petitions are being signed in 
all the towns asking the Czat's protection.

No other changes have been made. The Sul- 
tan’s decree attributes the change of Viziers 
to the iilness of Said Pasha. The Cabinet held 
a council today and arranged for the mobiliza- 
tion of the Montenegrin troops if necessary. 

The changes in the Turkish Ministry are un- 
derstood in Paris ag having been made in a 
conciliatory mood. The Turkish Government 
hopes to have the support of the great Powers 
in its stand regarding the revolution in Rou- 
melia. 

Aavices from Coustentinenie indicate that 
strenuous efforts will be made to checkmate 
Russie’s designs. The Sultan, it is said, feels 
that unless be maintains his control of the 
Balkans there will be an outburst of popular 
indignation that will cost bim not only his 
throne but his life. 

The new Turkish Ministry is said to be in 
favor of a compromise in order to secure a 
peaceful settlement of the questions at issue. 

Kean Pasha, the new Grand Vizier, was 
formerly. Turkish Ambassador to Russia, and 
maintains friendly relations with the Czur's 
Ministers. Said Pasha, recently Ambaseador 
at Berlin and now Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has great confidence in Prince Bismarck.

KIMBALL HALL—EMIL LIEBLING. 

An. Engiish musician of exceptional ability 
once remarked to the writer that people could 
not always be hearing music with wet towels 
around their beads, a metaphorical state- 
ment which the reader may work out 
at leisure. This beneficent axiom of the 


convenient and becoming Mr. Liebling seems 
to have found out for himseif, in consequence 
whereof his programs for some time have 
shown a “live-and-let-live” disposition to- 
‘wards bis audiences altogether rare among 
‘virtucso planists. In fact, it would not be 
easy to find a popular musician more clever 
in avoiding the Scylian of remote and 
tedious ciassicality without falling into the op- 
posit extreme of modern and overdone sensa- 
tionalism. The program last night was a fresh 
iliustration of this fortunate § idiosyn- 
cracy. It opened with a trio for piano, violin, 
and ‘cello by Mr. Arthur’ Foote of Boston. 
‘The presence of such a novelty at the opening 
of the season is another evidenve among many 
of a temporary disposition among our foreign 
educators to give native Americans an occa- 
sional chance of writing their names high in 
the musical pantheon. Mr. Foote’s trio is mu- 
‘sgicianly and possesses such sort of merit asa 
work can have when it is technically well done 
and moderately poetic witbout being positivel, 
imaginative. Of the four movements perhaps

The work undoubtedly pleased 
the audience perbaps quite as much as almost 


any trio that could have been put in piace of 


it. . Mr. Foote is young, ambitious, and it is not 
impossible that with more practice be will do as 
all bis great predecessors have done, grow in 
originality as he grows in age and the practice 
of writms. 

Mr. Liebling’s solo selections. were three—a 
gavotte in F minor, by C. L. Capen; a canzo- 
netta by Hollaender, and a romanza, op. 41, 
by Haff. Mr. Capen’s gavotte is vigorous, and 
has some very good counterpoint, which would 
bave been better if played with less rubato. A 
flowing counterpoint and a hitching rubato 
do not go well together. The Hollaender can- 
zonetta is a very pleasing Composition, and 
was charmitigly played, as also was the Raff 
romance. In the cadenzas and passages of 
this Mr. Liebling’s clear finger-work told ad- 
mirably. The recall was so persistent that 
the artist introduced the Moszkowski 
„Moment Musicale” in C sharp minor, a 
piece which ne first introduced here. In this 
again a less noticeable, or less persistent, 
rubato would bave permitted the composer's 
smooth melody to flow more reposefully. The 
concert. closed with a rondo for piano 
and violin by Schubert, a pleasing work. The 
vocal numbers were contributed by Miss Alice 
Atwood, who is to have a testimonial at the 
same place next week. ‘She sang Dudley 
Buck’s Wen the Heart Is Young,” Ruben- 
stein’s “Thou Art Like a Flower.“ and ** Fhe 
Rose by Spohr, the latter in German.

A curious case bas been interesting London- 
ers throughout the week during its trial be- 
fore Justice Hawkins. James Malcolm, an 
unromantic loosing butcher of Smithfield’ Mar- 
ket, was contronted by two wives. Last spring 
one of these met on Brighton pler u person 
who introduced himselt as a Capt. James Mac- 
Donald, and said he was engaged in the New 
Zealand su pping trade. In a tew days the 
twain were made one, Had a ~ brief 
honeymoon, and then the groum dolted. 
Thrée mouths passed, and then one day a 
family friend, who bad witnessed the weading, 
was astonished to recognize the gallant Captain 
in a butchers” smock at the market. The hride, 
with her relatives, confronted this’ alleged 
butoher of dowestic peace. He denied the 
identity, and said he lived at Highgate, where 
he had a wife and family, and although he was 
in Brighton the alleged marriage 
day, he was not the groom. The 
minister, the amen Clerk, the verger, and other 
witnesses swore at the trial to Ma colm's iden- 
tity us MacDonald. The bride knew him by a 

‘scar and a missing tooth, Mr. Poland pro-

After such evidence the prisoner produced his 
employer, bis market friends, bis sister, and 
several others, including the Brighton land- 
lady, who remembered MacDonaid and Mal- 
com as both being at ber hotel together, and 
yet being two perfectly different persous, not 
at, all resembiing each other. All these 
witnesses swore it was impossible that 
Malcolm, while in London, could dave been 

on a honeymoon trip elsewhere. The 

prisoner was forbidden by the law to call as a 
witness his wife. whocould bave contendéd the 

‘game fact, nor could be test fy himself. It was 
known, too, that Malcolm was a teetotaler and 
possessed of little means, While MacDotiald 
gave a champagne wedding breakfast, making 
bimeelf merry therewith. It seemed impossi- 
bie to doubt the sincerity ot the witnesses on 
both sides.

HARDLY A DEFAULTER. 


AN EXPLANATION IN REGARD TO JOHN L. 
PARISH, LATE CONSUL AT CHEMNITZ, 
AND WHY HE HAS NOT SETTLED HIS Av- 


COUNTS, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 25.—| Special.}—The 
acting chief clerk of the State Department and 
the accounting officers of the State and Treas- 
ury Departments furnish but scanty founda- 
tion for the reports that John L. Parish, 
late Consul. to Chemnitz, had disappeared, 
leaving a shortage in his accounts. Up to Sep- 
tember, 1884, the accounts of the Consul to 
Chemnitz were forwarded promptiy, and were 
accurate and regular. No excessive fees or 
irregularities of any kind ever appeared, and 
Mr. Parish had the full confidence of the de- 
partment, Mr. Parish probably expected to 
be relieved in March of this year, but 
continued some time longer, so that for 
more than two quarters after Sept. 30, 1884, he 
continued to act. For this period no regular 
accounts have been received. A report for 
contingent expenses for a portion of the 
time has been received and has been. 
verified. The State Department has made 
one or more demands for the 
accounts, and receiving no reply Secretary 

Bayard, Aug. 17, wrote to the Treasury De- 
partment asking that the sureties of Consul 
Parish be called upon. - To this letter 
Deputy Controller Garrison announced 
that the accounts of Mr. Parish received 
at the department covered the period of 
bis term up to Sept. 30, 1884, and were correct. 
No shortage appearing in them and the depart- 
ment having no knowledge of irregulurities in 
accounts not yet audited or submitted, 
the department could take no action. 
It was suggested that the Attorney- 
General might de abi to take 
some step to compel the production of the ac- 
counts. The Attorney-General bas not, to the 
present time, done so, and there the matter 
stands. A prominent State Department 
official said tonight that he was not 
aware that the department bad any 
other information, and be was confident 
that it bad heard nothing inconsistent with the 
theory that Parish, anticipating his removal 
from office, had taken an extensive tour, leav- 
ing his account to be settled on his return. 
He said he knew of notning to justify a sus- 
picion against Parish’s honesty or integrity. 
From an unofficial source it is learned, 
however, that Parish’s whereabouts, although 
unknown to the department, are weil known 
to his bondsmen, and that since bis recall he 
has visited New York and Chicago, and made 
no attempt at concealment. it is also stated 
that bis successor at Chemnitz has estimated 
that be collected about $20,000 of fees for 
which his bondsmen should be held responsi- 
ble, and that suits will be instituted against 
them.

WHAT CONTROLLER CANNON HAS TO SAY 
ABOUT IT-—A VERY INGENIOUSLY CON- 
‘STRUCTED MEASURE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 25.—[Special. ]—Mr. 

Cannon, Controller of the Currency, in speak- 

ing of the Warner Silver bill, said: 


The bill appears to be ingeniously drawn in many 
respects. It contains a number of provisions 
which, to me, seem at variance with the public in- 
terest. I haye serious doubts about the polhcy of 
issuing circulation based upon silver. It would 
certainly appear that the present would 
be a very unfavorable time to arrange 
for the issuance of silver bullion coin certificates. 
The Latin monetary union expires by limitation at 
the close of the present year, and there appears to 
be some difference between the Powers constitut- 
ing the union, springing from the desire on the part 
of France that an arrangement shouid be made 
between the various members of the union by 


+ which to receive back at full value such silver 


coins as may have been minted under the present 
convention. Belgium, through the Brussels Mint, 
has coined silver without charge, not only for 
itself, but for other States who are members 
of the union, and that country believes it to be 
unjust to be compelied to bear the loss for coins 
minted gratuitously for other States. This dis- 
agreement is significant, and appears to have been 
one reason for the recent sharp decline in the 


be made to extend the Latin monetary union it is 
possible that the result might be the demoneti- 
zation of silver on the Continent. Should this be 
the case silver might still further decline in price, 
and under the Warner bill the Government 
would practicabiy become liable for the margin 
oecasioned by the depreciation. During the last 
year silver has greatly depreciated. Nov. 1, 1884, 
tho standard dollar was worth intrinsically 8516 
cents gold. Today it is worth 80% cents. 
It is therefore clear that it would have 
been very unprofitable if the Government 
had been issuing bullion certificates during this 
period. For the feasons stated it is possibie that 
there may be a still rurther depreciation in silver, 
and it would seem to be u very unfavorable 
time for the Government to undertake the 
issuance of certificates in the manner proposed by 
the Warner bill. | think the coinage ef the silver 
dollar should stop, and that the matter should re- 
main in abeyance until the price of silver becomes 
more settled. The silver interests of this country 
are 80 large that we have a vital interest in its de- 
monetization in Europe by the expiration of Latin

In Ates as well as in Democratic cir- 
cies the political situation begins to assume 
some very interesting features. On both sides 
a bitter fight tor the control of the party or- 
ganization seems to be preparing. On the . 
Democratic side there can be, in fact, no doubt 
about it. The Young Democracy is up inarms 
against the Central Committee, of which Joseph 
C. Mackin was the motive power when Rensse- 
laer Stone, now Collector of Internal Revenue, 
acted as its Chairman, and seems to be bent 
upon assuming control of the affairs of the 
county. The machine,“ as it is called, is 
really a combination of ward politicians. who 
control the county offices, and its power is just 
as old as the Democratic majority in 
the County Board. The patronage of the 
latter and its control over thousands of 
paupers form the principal stock in trade of 
the coterie with which Messrs. Van Pelt, Was- 
serman, and Leyden are so prominently iden- 
tified. The financial backing this clique needs 
is furnished by the banking system of which 
Mr. M. C. McDonald is the acknowledged head, 
and which does not confifie its favors to the 
principal Democratic machine, but is also at 
the service of the Harrison branch of the Dem- 
ocratic party. Of course the county contractors 
are also looked to for financial support. Now, 
however, this clique finds itself m a curious 

redicament. It failed to obtain control of the 

rai patronage, and finds its own existence 
threatened, since the Federal patronage has 
been used as the stock in trade of a new 
Democratic machine, the Young Demoo- 
racy. Although but little over a year 
oid, this organization now numbers some 
12,000 members, considerable more than the 
enroiled membership of all other Democratic 
clubs in the city, and it is rapidly extending 
into every precinct in the county, and making 


resentative body, at allevents far more repre- 
sentative than the Cook County Central Com- 
mittee. It is by no means the intention of the 
leaders of the Young Democracy, although 
some of the firebrands in the council have ex- 
pressed such desires, to ignore the County 
Central Committee and to hold a convention of 
its . On the contrary, the Young Democ- 
racy will proceed upon a far more effective 
plan. In the first place, it will insist that the 
next convention be held under the Crewford 
Primary law, and will see to the en- 
forcement of tne latter. It is not believed that 
Van Pelt, McDonald & Co. will dare ignore the 
general demand that the new Primary law be 
put to the test. Having obtained the adoption 
of the Primary law the Young Democracy will 
have delegate tickets of its own in the field 
where it cannot make a reasonable compromise 
with the machine managers, and it 1s expected 
that in this way the Young Democracy will 
control the next County Convention. This 
control will be used not so much for the nom- 
ination of candidates as for some radical re- 
forms in the party management with a view to 
secure to the Young Vemocracy full representa- 
tion in the Central Committee of the party. That 
having been obtained, the managers believe 


elements now vontroliing the local party or- 
gunization. So earnest are the managers in 
the prosecution of the latter aim that it is int. 
mated they would be perfectly willing to let 
the Republicans elect every County Commis- 
sioner this fall in order to deprive the present 
county ring ot all patronage and political 
power. The County Clerk and the County 
Treasurer are in harmony with the Young 
Democracy, and both of them would, for rea- 
sons of their own, feel not very sorry were the 
Republicans to obtain a majority in the Coun- 
ty Board. The gang will, of course, die 
game, and its members are now at 
work forming combinations with prospect- 
ive candidates in the election of 1886 with 
a view of strengthening themselves in the 
fight they are sure to have with the vigorous 
but inexperienced Young Demooraoy. 
TALKING OF CANDIDATES. 

They are talking of Jono Dunphy and County- 
Clerk Ryan for Sheriff and of Charles Kern for 
Treasurer a year hence, and in making up 
the slate for the minor offices they are bunt- 
ing for ambitious members of the Young De- 
mocracy with strong personal followmg. That 
a judicious working of such a scheme would be 
productive of rupture among the unruly and 
as a rule very selfish elements constituting the 
Young Democracy is quite apparent. The real 
candidates of machine for the 
two = fattest offices to be filled a 
year from now are, however, Jobn Dunphy 
for Sheriff and E. 8. Dreyer for Treasurer, 
the latter baving promised to make Warden 
McGarigie his deputy, and so share with nim 
the profits of the office. But to muke friends, 
Charles Kern and Thomas Brennan will be 
talked up for Treasurer, while it is also agreed 
to nurse S. B. Chase besides M. W. Ryan as 
candidate for the Shrievaity. For this fall's 
nominations the gang seems to have decided 
upon the renomination of Wasserman and Ochs 
for County Commissioners. Pat McCartny will 
probabiy be dropped, and in his place ex-Ald. 
Purcell is likely to be nominated in order to 
beal the split amung the Eighth Ward Democ- 
racy.

It is expected 
that the people will take a livelier interest than 
ever in the primaries this tall, and that the re- 
sult will be a radical change in the personnel of 
the convention and of the Central Com- 
mittee to be elected by the con- 
vention. if this expectation is realized it will 
naturally foliow that new men will appear on 
the surface for nominations. There is no 
doubt that the Union Veterans wili have the 
coSperation of the other Republican organiza- 
tions, although all that has been done on their 
behalf thus far has been done by members on 
their Own responsibility, with the exception of 
the Irish-American Republican Club, which 
bas held frequent meetings and has commit- 
ted itself to the policy mapped out by 
the Union Veterans. The Young Commercial 
Republican Club will prebabiy also be drawn 
into the movement and that may be the means 
of giving it er life. Its next meeting will 
occur thé first Monday in October, by which 
time it will bly be settied that the coming 
Republican Convention is to be held under the 
new primary law, and that steps should be 
taken to secure its enforcement.

SHERMAN ON SILVER. 


HIS IDEAS AS TO THE COMPROMISE SCHEMB 
AND WHAT MIGHT BE THE RESULT. 

TOLEDO, O., Sept. 24.—Senator John Sher- 
man, who spoke here tonight, was asked this 
afternoon for bis opinion ou the Warner silver 
compromise scheme, 

“I have not discussed the silver question in 
this canvass,’’ said he, “because I did not 
wish to interfere in any way with any reason- 
able project which would secure the stoppage 
of the coinage of the present silver dollar, or 
prevent the Administration from prosecuting 
a measure which would accomplish what I 
desire—that is, the coinage of a silver dollar 
based upon its commercial value compared 
with guid. I think it would be better in the 
absence of any international agreement to 


silver dollars that could be maintained in circu- 
lation, putting into the new silver doliar 
enough silver to make it equal in market 
value to the gold dollar. I aiso believe that 
the deposit of silver bullion in the Treasury 
might be made a basis of silver certificates 
that would circulate freely, if each certificate 
represented an amount of silver bullion equal 
in value to the standard gold dollar. I would 
regard it as a great misfortune to the country 
to demonetize either siiver or goid. To de- 
monetize goid would be to make a sharp con- 
traction of currency, and would convert all 
the gold in the country into dead capital, 
not available to current use as money, while 
to demonetize silver would have the same ef- 
fect. If a new ratio is not the inev- 
itable result will be the of silver, 
which would derange ail commercial transac- 
tions based upon gold, and would greatly 
affect our tariff duties and detach us from the | 
financial policy of all Christian nations. If 
certificates were issued for silver at so much 
per ounce on the day of issue and redéemabie 
at the market price of silver on some other 
day, their value would fluctuate from day to 
day with the price of 3 aud they should. 
not constitutionally be made legal tender. 
Therefore, the banks would refuse them. Ac- 
cording to that plan, if you were to deposit 100 
ounces of silver today ut $1 per ounce, tomor- 
row the certificates might be worth 98 or 97 
cents.

NEW TROUBLES FOR THE NORTHWESTERN | 


‘TRAFFIC ASSOCIATION. 

The formation of a new through line to and 
from St. Paul by the III hots Central and Min- 
nesota & Northwestern fs likely to cause more 
serious trouble fur the Northwestern Trafic 
Association than any of the complica- 
tions from which it has been suffer- 
Ing. The competition of the new 
route between Chicago and St. Paul 
would alone be of no great consequence, es- 
pecially as the Illinois Central has declared its 
intention not to cut the rates of the North west- 
ern Traffic Association. From Chicago the I. 
linois Central uses a portion of the Burlington, 
and the latter could keep it from making an. 
serious trouble for the Northwestern Trafiic 
Association. But the Illinois Ceatral’s main 
line runs direct from Cairo to Mona, where it 
connects with the Minnezota & Northwestern 
for St. Paul, which gives it the sbortest and 
most direct line from Soutnern~ points to St. 
Paul as well as adirect and independent line 
from all points on ite road in Lilinois south of 
Decatur. Not only d the new route abie 
to make iower rates trom all Southeroa 
points than any of the other lines, 
but it is. stated that vit. makes the 
same rates from all junction points in IIlinois 
north of Cairo as the rerular rates trom Chi- 
cugo to St. Paul. This enabies the new route 
to get the bulk of the ore, steel, iron, and man- 
ufuctured articles from Illinois and Indiana 
points and all the ag * and coffee shipments 
for the Northwest from New Orleans. As 
neither the Minnesota & Northwestern nor the 
Illinois Central are members of the Northwest- 
ern Traffic Association the business they thus 
succeed in diverting 18 lost to the pool. But 
not only on the north-bound business is the 
new route troubling the Northwestern Traffic 
Association, but also in grain and flour ship- 
ments for the East, which it can take direct 
to Decatur thence to go East by the Peoria, 
Decatür & Evansvilie, Wabash, or any of the 
roads running east from Decatur. It becomes 
more evident every day that were is only one 
way dy which the Northwestern Traffic Asso- 
ciation can hope to overcome this trouble, and 
this is by inducing-the Minnesota & Northwest- 
ern and Illinois Central to become members of 
the pool and accept acertain percentage as their 
share of the business. They will uo doubt de- 
mand a good slice, but the Northwestern ‘Traf- 
fie Association Wu have to grant it if it means 
to survive. The percentage to be given this 
line as well as that whieh wil bave to de given 
to the Wisconsin Central wil: greatly reduce 
the percentages of the old association roads 
and materially cut down the revenue from 
the:r Northwest trafic.

Of exercise in the trne sense of the term 
there is absolutely none—the prisoners being 
driven from their cells te their work and from 
work to the cells again, At work prisoners 
must remain in their exact places for five 
hours at a time, moving therefrom only after. 
receiving permission from the gua A very 
simple method could be devised whereby G18. 
tinct exercise couid be given to every prisoner 
every day it desired by the Superintendent, 
but in the House ot Correcuon everything 
seems to tend towards making the inmates as 
miserable, unhappy, aud degraded as possible. 
Tue food, previous to and at the time of the 
visits of the Mayor, grand jury, and 
County Commissioners in May, wae abomina- 
ble, the meat either being maggouy or in such. 
a stage of putrefaction as to be wholly unfit 
for human consumption. Immediately after 
dinner—the meal at which meat is given— 
such an amount of fermeutation was enge n- 
dered in the intestines of the prisoners as to 
become thoroughbiy disgusting. This state of 
affairs was rectified somewhat after the before- 
mentioned visits. One thing the writer would 
like very much to know ig whether these visits 
were made in the interest of the prisoners or 
of the officials. If tor the benefit of the 
tormer, why did not the visitors make searcb- 
ing private inguiries of the prisoners anent 
complaints. Ste. Why did they not 
eat of the food given out in their 
presence instead of junketing with, Felton? 
The writer bas tor years been considered an 
authority on the subject of hygiene, and now 
makes the starement that starvation and iil- 
health are the effects of the food, air, and 
work given in tne House of Correction. In 
the morning (about 6 o'clovk) each working 
prisoner not under punishment is supplied 
with two duffers and a bow! of coffee with 
neither sugar nor milk. The coffee, termed 
correctly by the prisoners, boot-leg. is pre- 
pared trom anything but coffee, such as 
chicory, peas, oats, and barley roasted. The 
Guffers are certainiy better one would 
expect trom the quality of four used in their 
manufacture. On these ail are expected to- 
and must—live until noon. Then is supplied 
the soup consisting of beans or peas, flour, 
water, and some meat with one duffer. ‘Three 
days a week irish stew is given out, composed 
ot potatoes, flour, cabbage, string beans, and 
some meat, fat or bone. During the last few 
days ot the writer's incarceration sweet corn 
was also to be found in the soup. Everything, 
however, is cooked by steam and -is in auch a 
peculiar condition that iew can dispose of it 
and fewer digest it. The qual ty of the meat 
ir so varſbus, being evidentiy that woich was 
néver intended for the use of eftizens, chat 
there ig iittie or no sustenance in it; which may 
aseurediy be suid also of the cabbage. and tur- 
nips evupphed. Mr. Felton is so well aware

ant clerk, leaving exactly six beds for tbe sick 
of 500 men. Will you, can you, believe that, 
entirely deprived of exercise, force into close 
confinement, erstwhile punished, compéiied to 
eat food unfit tor your dog, these 500 men 
can all be bealthy? The phyeielan in 
charge is a man who, baving 750 lives depend- 
ing upon bis scientific ability, was appdinted 
because his father was a Judge. What 
does he know? The writer knows 
where that physician did not differ- 
entiate between tuberculosis and pbtbisis. 
A pbysician in such a piace should be a phy- 
sician—not subservient to politics not to tbe 
coutrol of any Officialin the institution—with 
regard to bis treatment of those who are really 
sick, and who shall determine the amount or 
extent of their sickness if the physician c@a- 
not? *

‘La mort aux 
assasins d' Olivier Pain!’ ‘The three lavies were 
reguiarly mobbed and hooted at, There were 
several respectabile-iooking Frenchmen, some 
of them what might be called gentiemen in ap- 
pearance, but none of them lent a hand to 
rescue the poor women, who: were evidently 
frigbiened to death. Two armed police-officers 
also looked on, but did nothing toward beipmg 
the .victims.of this outrage,.

No. 10 Park row were aroused from their beds 
by a burglar prowling through the house. He 
took $25 from T. E. Thompson's pants and 
struck W. R. Townley on the head with a chair, 
but the force of the blow was broken by 
Thompson.

This 
John Wiluams was tried by a jury 
in Judge Shepard's court yesterday 
for assault with intent to kil. Be denied that 
‘he was the person shot by Palmer, saying that 
the wound was given bim by a white com- 
panion with whom he had gambled the previous 
night, and because he refused to divide his 
gains with this white man, who was penniless. 
He said also that ne wandered about wounded 
for two hours, passed several policemen, and 
went to the hospital when he thought he was 
going to die. The circumstances that pointed 
to him as the burglar, in addition to the fact 
that no other man was found sbot that morn- 
ing, were that a pair of shoes were found at 
the Park row bouse and Williams came to the 
hospital shoeless, that he had on him about the 
same amonnt of money as was taken from 
Thompson, and that Thompson’s two missing 
pool-checks, one stamped witb an eagle and

table, were duplicated in two checks in the St.

excited so much discussion, feeding the maw of | 


gossip in Germany and England, and which are 
now laid before the American reader. It is a 
pitiful spectacle that of an old woman, almost 
an octogenarian, who has lost the last trace 
of a beauty which she lov and yet 
gloats over its remembrance; who has 
outlived the bricht triumphs of the 
Continental stage, and yet sighs with 
fierce, consuming passion for the dead vanities 
of youth; whose wrongs are nursed with the 
querulous tenacity of age; and whose enemies 
are dead, yet unforgiven. Poor creature! The 
men that flattered her are dust; the generation 
that witnessed her triumphs has passed into 
history; the Prince who plucked ber from the 
giddy pinnacle ot her artistie triumphs to use 
ber as an Eastern Sultan does a Circassian 
slave, bas passed into the silence; and now the 
world listens while one tremulous, cracked 
voice, vibrating with the hoarded vindictive- 
ness of more than half ai cent- 
ury, recites from the hollow tombs the 
litany of old-time griefs and scandals. 
For the crying wrong perpetrated on me 1 
bere accuse Prince Leopold and my cousin, 
Christian, even after my death. I look for 
judgment beyond the stars.” Thus she cries 
out in the last chapter of her bitter chronicle, 
forgetful that in the ecstatic savagery of rip- 
ping up the characters of her foes she bas laid 
ber own soul open to the scalpel of anulysis. 
She poses as a mertyr before an unsympa- 
thetic world; let induction from her own writ- 
ings, therefore, determine how much of nar- 
row selfishness, and petty vanity, and vain am- 
bition distinguishea the career of this saint of 
the theatre and this favorit of a King. 
Karoline Bauer was born in Heidelberg in 
1807, the daughter of a Lieutenant who, not- 
withstanding his bourgeois name, claimed to be 
of aristocratic Polish descent, and of Christiane 
Stockmar, the aunt of the celebrated diplomat, 
Baron Christian Stockmar, who figures prom- 
inentiy in the Memoirs.“ Karoline's mater- 


nal grandfather was a sort of Financial Minis- 
ter at the impoverished little German court of 
Koburg, where he did what an American would 
call a peWnobroker business, receiving plate and 
je on pledge from the impecunious 
reigning family, until he had doled out some 
17,000 thalers. He never got any interest, 
and he probably thought it indiscreet 
to keep a tight bold upon the goods in pawn; 
but be bad the consolation of being regarded 
by the entire Court as a sort of benevolent 
uncle. His daughter (Karoline’s mother) be- 
came the playmate of the young brood of 
poverty-stricken Princelings, among whom 
were Leopold, who afterward married the 
daughter of George IV. of England, and Vic- 
toria, who married the Duke of Kent and tnere- 
by gave to England her present reigning sover- 
eign, Queen Victoria. It is with the 
character of Prince Leopold that this 
book . chiefly concerns itself; for be, the 
bonored uncle of Engiand’s Queen, 
after whom ebe gratefully named the sickly 
boy who died last year, was the man whose 
destiny in nis later years crossed that of Karo- 
line Bauer, actress. Prince Leopold's 
elder brother, who became Duke Ernst of Ko- 
burg, is painted on these pages as a dissolute 
rascal; the actress takes infinit pains to 
describe his liaison with Pauline Panam, a 
beautiful Greek, whom be shamefully mal- 
tréated. But the incidental exploits of Teu- 
tonic Royalty with which this volume reeks 
can be given only passing uttention; for 
it ie, perhaps, more to the point 
to separate from the tangled skein of endiess 
intrigue the threads of two remarkable lives— 
those of Prince Leopold of Koburg and of the 
theatrical beauty who styled herself his mor- 
ganatic wife, ai: 

One day at the beginning of September, 1828, 
Prince Leopold of Koburg (whose royal En- 
glish wife had tong since died, and who was 
living on a magnificent pension from the Brit- 
ish exchequer) arrived in Potsdam, with Chris- 
tian Stockmar, his confidential adviser, and 
who, as before stated, was Karoline Bauer's 
cousin. The popular actress was commanded 
to play at the palace before the King’s distin- 
guished guest: 

Whilst the orchestra played a merry overture I 
looked through the peep- hole in the curtain, and 
there I[suw, scarcely five paces distant from the 
stage, beside the King, a tall, well-made gentie- 
man in the scariet uniform of an English officer, 
glittering with gold, with a pale, finely-cut face, 
short black hair, and large, dark, welancholy eyes. 
His face was more interesting than handsome, ana 
he looked considerably older than I had fan- 
cied him to be. In his whole appear- 
ance 1 was soon struck by a look of 
weariness, almost amounting to exhaustion; 
there was weariness in his relaxed features, weari- 
ness in his bearing, weariness in his slow conver- 
sation, weariness in the dull look of his eyes. 
° I rst entered the stage as Countess Flor- 
entine in an elegant traveling costume of light 
blue silk, and I noticed with satisfaction that Prince 
Leopold did not take his overa- glass of me, and 
that he sat there quite a changed person in lively 
animation, all eyes and ears. The thought re- 
curred to me again and again, Will he find taat I 
bear a great resembiance to his late spouse Char- 
lotte, as did once the Duke of Wellington at one of 
the Brühl balls!“ 

She had indeed made the impression she so 
longed to make, and in a few days the Prince 
was at her side a suitor for ber hand. Of 
course be could not marry her openiy—that 


was not to be thought of—she an actress and 


he a candidate for the throne of Greece; but 
bis intentions were honorable, and, to prove 
that, he would leave the settlement for a 
morganatic al@ance in the hands of Christian 
Stockm ar: 

We must have presented a strange picture when 
the Prince, holding the hand of my puzzied mother, 
stepped up to me aguin, breathiess, drawing me 
gentiy to him, and with his beautiful, melancholy 
eyes beseechingly resting on me; I. ordinarily so 
resolute, full of spirits and gayety, glowing red, in- 
timidated, not at all clear about my own feelings, 
and yet pleased, and gratified, and flattered by 
the love deciaration of a Prince; my mother, 
hands folded, deeply moved, completely out of 
countenance. 

In May mother and daughter set out for 
England, where the private marriage to Prince 
Leopold was to be consummated; and, as the 
strictest secrecy was preserved, the German 
public was in the dark as to the sudden extinc- 
tion of a bright star in the theatrical firma- 
ment. Naturaliy it would not doto let the 
British pubiic find out that the moral Prince 
Leopold, who was inconsolabie for the loss of 
his English wife, was installmg in ber place an 
actress from the Berlin boards. The veiled 
pilgrims trom Germany found no one to meet 
them when they reached the little cottage that 
had been prepared for them in Regent's Park, 


the Prince being engaged at dinner with his 


sister, the Duchess of Kent, Queen Victoria's 
mother. When hedid put in an appearance 
his greeting was rather cool. Looking calmly 
at bis prospective morganatic bride, he ex- 
claimed: “How the spring sun has burned 
you!” This was all; and very similar it was 
to the manner in which George IV. had some 
years before welcomed his homely and eccen- 
tric German spouse. 
speechiess disgust, he turned to his attendant 
and exclaimed: ** Harris, I'm not feeling well 
—get me a glass of brandy!’’ Prince Leo pold's 
couduct was afterwards explained by the fact 
that Prince August of Prussia bad written to 
him slandering the actress. Then began a 
unique courtship, which is best described in 
the language of the bionde beauty who had to 
submit to it: 

Thus we sat opposit each other at the round 
sofa-tabie in our charming - garden-saioon on the 
loveliest days of June for hours, for deadly hours; 
the tall Prince (be measured six feet one inch) 


with the most solemn earnestness bending over his 


elegant drizzimg-box of tortoise-sbell, caretully 

thread after thread out of dirty, cast-off 
silver galloons as earnestly as if his task had been 
to unravel the threads of the fates; I reading out 
page after page from the Pearls of honest 
Silesian pastor’s wife, the good Henrietta Hanke,

places the biame upon the cold-blooded prince-. 
ly egotst who got possession of her as 
he would of some. valuable toy or 
amusing animal: she places the blame 
on him apd on her own cous.n, who, little bet- 
ter than a procu:er fora Prince, connived at 
the stbameful transaction. But does no re- 
sponsibility attach to the schemmg mamma 
who sacrificed her child in the hope of getting 
position and power? Aud must Karoline 
Bauer herself, a woman of the world, and one 
who must surely, from her five’ years’ experi- 
ence on the stage, have known something of 
men and men's motives, be permitted to pose 
as the innocent victim of a conspiracy—she 
whose mercenary little heart had not one 
spark of affection in it for the man 
to whom she gave herself up in 
her innocent youth? She is mistaken if she 
believes for a moment that @ woman who sells 
herself for gold is likely to excite more sym- 
pathy in this world than a weaker sister who 
falis from human frailty, The romance of 
her life which she so tearfully recites proves 
simply, if it proves anything, that ber whole 
family as well as her royal connections were a 
bad set, and that she herself was by no means 
the best of the lot. 

In June, 1830, just as the last of the Georges 
lapsed from drunkenness into death, Karoline 
broke with Leopold—the occasion of the quar- 
rei being a demand on her part for a large sum 
of money to pay a dissipated brother's debts. 
fhe close-fisted* Prince refused, and Cousin 
Stockmar called the mother and daughter ad- 
vonturesses and “crafty intrigantes,’’ who 
bad come to Engiand in order to sponge upon 
the wealthy Koburger. Then, writes Karo- 
line Bauer, who apparently does not realize 
that ber conduct was ir a certain sense thut of 
an adventuress, then my 80 cruelly outraged 
pride blazed out with all the passivun of my hot 
artist blood, and I huried reproaches at Prince 
Leopold and Christian Stockmar, which I can 
maintain and justify even today.“ 

Since King Leopold L of Belgium [the Prince 
obtained the throne of Belgium instead of that of 
Greece} belongs to history, and since Ernst Baron 
Stockmar, formerly Keeper of the Privy Purse to 
Queen Victoria of England, and later on Private 
Secretary to the Crown- Princess ria of Prus- 
sia, published the ‘* Memorable Events from the 
Papers of Baron Christian Friedrich von Stock- 
mar,“ both King Leopold and Christian von Stock- 
mar stand in the eyes of the world as great, wise, 
unselfish politicians, and strong, noble characters; 
and yet I. a young, inexperienced -girl, have ob- 
served in both but too often ignoble purposes, 
vaciliating action, and very human weakness, and 
not rarely have had the courage to differ with 
them. 

It is with a sortof unnatural ferocity that 
this woman, who imagines herself so deeply 
wronged, describes the last hours of ner cousin, 
Christian. His death was indeed terrible. He 
bad married bis wife for her» money and bad 
left her to achieve power and reputation, only 
to return to her at last an old man, and in his 
heiplesness to feel her vengeance. When he 
lay at the pointof death she stripped him of 
his shirt and flannel jacket, that the articles 
might not, according to Koburg custom, fall 
to the undertaker. “Then the dying man 
once more opens bis eyes, already dimmed by 
death, and looks into eyes fuli of hatred and 
scorn and satiated des.. Over this

King Leopoid died Dec. 10, 1865, after a 
slow. distressing decay. Karoline Bauer re- 
turned to her life of the stage (she bas pub 
lished two books relating to ber professional 
experience); and now, from the retirement of 
ber extreme oid age, come these gall-stained 
pages of ber Memoirs,“ in which she reviles 
the dead, rakes over the cold ashesof passions 
that have long burned themseives out, and, 
after crying her maledictions and recrimina- 
tions in the ears of a new generation that had 
absolutely forgotten her existence, she 

her grecord of pitiful human weak- 
ness and depravity with the lofty 
and heroic resolution: I. too, will try to for- 
get and to forgive.“ Woman-like, she never 
thinks to analyze her own motives, but trans- 
forms the sins of selfishness into the giories of 
self-sacrifice; and, with ali the petty vanity 
which distinguisbes her profession, weeps for 
lost honors as if applause were reputation, and 
as it the flautery of the footlights were the 
strains of the eternal choirs. A shallow 
hearted creature—possessing, as she herseif 
bas sense enough to confess, talent without 
genius—she reaped nothing more than the bar- 
vest of her own mercenary ambitions; and she 
may go to her rest gratified at having given the 
worid a final dramatic exhibition in which she 
as the centrai figure executed a pas-seul among 
the gravestones of the past.

RUSSIAN CONQUESTS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

If Great Britain is not alarmed by the steady 
approach of Kussia towards her Indian Empire 
it must either be because she does not accept 
Mr. Charies Marvin or Mr. Arminius Vambéry 
as trustworthy expounders of Russian designs 
or else because she is not afraid. of ber great 
rival. A sbort time ago the first of these gen- 
tlemen gave to the public an interesting and 
somewhat startiing volume on The Russians 
at the Gates of Herat,” which city he regarded 
as *“*the key of India.“ And now from Mr. 
Vambéry, the great Hungarian traveler, we 
have a work of similar character and pu . 
the very title of which—‘* The Coming Struggle 
tor India — is prophetic of a mighty conflict, 
which be undertakes to show is inevitable and 
near at hand, but which yet may never take 
piace. 

In the numbers of the Nineteenth Century 
for January and February of the current 
year the same writer labored to prove that 
Russia will soon be compelled, by the logic of 
her Asiatic conquests and by the necessity of 
her autocratic Government to keep her army 
constantly employed, to measure her power 
against that of Engiand in a contest for the 
possession of India. In this volume the same 
views are presented and maintained at greater 
length. Mr. Vambéry agrees with Mr. Marvin 
in thinking that Herat is the key of India; and 
that Russia is determined on seizing that city 
at the earliest moment, in order to further its 
scheme of wresting India from Great Gritain. 
There are not wanting, however, other autbor- 
ities, who are quite as mue entitled to credit 
as these prophet of evil, who are of opinion 
that, if Russia bas indeed fixed her covetous 
gaze upon India, she has already, and has had 
for years, the best available strategic base for 
carrying out her designs, by virtue of her posi- 
tion on the Oxus and in Bokhara. In other 
words, there is a ciass of intelligent critics who 
hold that the Russian occupation of Herat 
would not in the least aid or further the 
scheme to conquer India. 

What influence the anti-Russian sentiments 
of Mr. Vambéry (who is a Hungarian) have 
bad in bringing him to his conclusions, or 
whether they have had any influence, the pub- 
lic has no means of knowing. It is certain that 
at the best these conclusions rest on no firmer 
basis than conjectures more Or less probabie 
and inferences more or less uncertain. it is 


true that Paul I., encouraged and supported by 


Napoleon Bonaparte, openly @eciared his pur- 
pose to wrest India from Great Britain. He 
wrote to his Cossack General, or Ataman: 
Prepare everything for this campaign. 

the treasures Of the Indies shall be your rec- 


men over great distances 
poe ay ce nck ee these hetic words 
were written Russia has, in 1867, 1878, 1874-80, 
1883, and 1884, made vast additions, by con- 
quests in Central Asia, to her territory. 
Doubtless the work of conquest will continue 
to be pushed, 
Peewee will 
rther.“ But it seems more babie that 
that advance will be southward 2 the Persian 
Guif and the Indian Ocean, which would open 
to Russia commercial relations with the East, 
than that it should be through Afghanistan 
and against India, thus bringmg it into direct 
— with one of the greatest Powers of the 
wor 
Apart from his character as an alarmist, 
Mr. Vambéry gives an interesting sketch of 
the Russian conquests in Asia—though here 
he impresses ail his facts into the support of 
bis particular theory in such a way as to make 
one doubt sometimes the trustworthiness of 
bis alleged facts. For instance, he speaks of 
the rien plunder which the Russians carried 
away from the Akbal country: Carpets, 
rugs, trinkets, jewelry, particularily arms in- 
laid with goid and silver, and many other 
articles of great value.“ Mr. Schuyler, on the 
other hand, says that “Central ASia has no 
stores of wealth and no economical resources. 
Mr. Vambéry’s volume bas a colored map 
showing to the eye the successive territorial 
acquisitions made by Russia, and an index. 
There is a remarkable typographical biunder 
on the front cover of the volume, where the 
author's first name is misspeiled Armenius.

THE IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT IN POLITICS. 
A Methodist minister—the Rev. I. Villars of 
the Ilhnois Conterenes— thinks he has found 
an “ Irrepressible Conflict "’ in polities, and has 
written a book to prove it. He is an advocate 
of coercive teetotalism; and the irrepressibie 
conflict is between that form of prohibition 
and the Republican party. Because that party 
during the twenty-five years it wasin power 
did not entirely wipe out the whisky trafiic, 
sweep away all pauperism and crime,and make 
the country prosperous and happy. he thinks it 
was a mistake from the beginning. To take 
its place «a National Prohibition party is pro- 
posed, which, incident to its teetotal mission, 
shall undertake by coercive legislation to do a 
great many things that experience has taught 
wise men to let alone. Moral suasion, judi- 
cious license regulations, local option, an edu- 
cated public sen.iment in deaimg with the liq- 
uor traffic, are all cast contemptuously aside. 
The author bas found a national nostrum, and 
proposes that: shali force it down 
everyone’s throat. The idea that a share of 
the expense of popular education should be 
paid by the liguor taxes is combat- 
ted as though it 
own invention, instead of a measure of 
statesmansbip eo of careful thought. In

Aft- 
er showing this conclusively, the author for 
some reason tails to advise the coercive Pro- 
hibitionists to capture the Democratic party 
and make it the exponent of their views. The 
progress which practical temperance, m the 
form of local option and high licénse, 
has made is also shown; and, curiously 
enough, the success of local option 
is made the basis for an argument in favor of 
National prohibition. The warmth with which 
the author inveigus against the license sys- 
tem, and the warning he holds out against the 
Republican party because it has taken hold of 
that system, lead to the belief that the ultra- 
prohibitionists are fearful, if its work is kept 
up in this direction, that there will soon be no 
field for their agitation. 

One of the redeeming features of the book is 
the ingenuousness with which its positions 
are assumed. That prohibition will pro- 
hibit: at all times ind under all cir 
cumstances is tuken for granted. That 
a new “political party can be organized 
in which all the good people of the country 
would array themseives, while all the evil-dis- 
posed would naturally gravitate to the other 
side, is too plain to require argument. The 
new party would be good because its aim 
would be to make everybody become good. 
There would be no selfishness or bypocrisy in 
it, because its members would themselves 
present certificates of their own moral worth, 
which would be conciusive evidence that they 
were called upon to evangelize by legislation 
the sinners in the other party. (The Proviem;

WESTERN HISTORY. 


An interesting and important book relating 
to the political struggies of the past generation, 
including the Civil War, will be a forthcoming 
volume entitied ** The Life and Public Services 
of Richard Yates, the War Governor of In- 
nois; with a Presentation of the Northwest in 
the Civil War; also, Military Affairs in Missouri 
in 1861-562.“ by L. U. Reavis, with an introduc 
tion by Julian M. Sturtevant, LL.D. Mr. Stur- 
tevant truly observes in his prefatory remarks: 
* A graver task was never devolved on the 
political ieaders of a great free people than 
upon the men who were intrusted with the 
duty of managing our political affairs through 
the progress of that great conflict. There is 
not a man who bore any conspicuous part in 
that great crisis whose history is not val 
uable to the Nation, and destined to 
become increasingly valuable as time 
passes on. Few men did occupy a 
more conspicuous place than Richard Yates. 
He became deeply interested in the principies 
invoived in the conflict almost at the very be- 
ginning of bis political career; he entered into 
the discussion of them with all the warmth of 
a nature generous and enthusiastic; and was 
acknowledged as a party leader from the very 
organization of the party which ultimately 
triumpbed in the contest. The whole life and 
history of such a man is important to his coun- 
try—not only his successes and victories, but 
even bis failures and defeats. The scope of 
the work is fully indicated in the title. It will 
contain steel portraits and accompanying 
sketches of representative men in the North- 
west, and Will be sold exclusively by subscrip- 
non.

The best disinfectants for buildings 
are the fumes of burning sulphur ahd tar, con- 
tinued for two bours, with all cracks of build- 
ings closed. It animals are to be fumigated, it 
must be carried only until they begin to cough, 
and not carried toa point where the attendant 
is seriously affected. For disinfecting tools, 
im ents, troughs, etc., carbolic acid of the 
Strength obtai as refuse of gas-works may 
be used, or wash thoroughly and ot ha 
saturated solution of sulphate iron (dop- 
peras). 

Asa preventive to be given hogs appar 
ently weil, but having been liabie to —ͤ— 
the recipe of Prof. Turner has met with — 
favor.

The writer has been thus particular for the 
reason that, notwithstanding the prevalence of 
so-called hog-cholera from time to time, farm- 
ers seem disinclined to use preventive meas- 
ures, and those who do not, upon the first 
symptoms of introduction in a neighborhood, 
are sad losers. The preventives will apply to 
all malignant diseases arising from blood-poi- 
soning, among which are the disease in ques- 
tion, spleme-fever,. epizodtic, catarrh, and 
Others. the reason once hogs are distinct- 
ly attacked relief is seldom given, and that these 
malignant diseases are fearfully contagious 
the utmost care should be taken to keep prem- 
isés clean. None but pure water should be al- 
lowed stock, but few swine should be kept to- 
gether, and, disease once suspected, isolation 
and disinfection should be attended to.

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CONTAGIOUS DISEASES AND DISINFECTION. 

_In view of the prevalence of malignant dis- 
eases among live stock, and especially [the 
prevaience of swine plague in various sec 
uons of the country, the directions of the 
United States Treasury Cattle Commission in 
relation to disinfection of yards, litter, cloth- 
ing, etc., will be of interest to all stookmen: 


Yards or other open incilosures which have cou 
tained diseased or suspected cattle should be 
thoroughly cleansed of manure or other refuse, 
and of all fodder, litter, or other agent which may 
cover up the infecting matter, and ehould then be 
thickly sprinkled with chloride of lime or drenched 
with a solution Of the same in the proportion of 
one-fourth pound of the powder to every gallon 
of water. Fences, mangers, racks, and other 
woodwork must be washed with the same 
solution. Buildings having been thorouglily 
cleansed trom manure, te., the wooden floors, if 
any, should be taken up and the soil underneath 
removed to the depth of six inches. The walis 
should be thoroughly scraped, and walls and floors, 
including the piank removed, should be washed 
with the solution of chioride of lime, to which 
should be added as much quickiime as will make 
a good whitewash, and show if the smallest por- 
tion of the surface has been missed in making the 
3 In thé case of cow stabies, in which 

odor of the chloride of lime is likely to prove 
injurious to the milk, the following solution may 
be used instead: Sulphate of zinc, four ounces; 
common salt, two ounces; water, one galion. 
Drains and spaces beneath the floor, all internal 
fittings or woudwork, and all stable utensils must 
be thoroughly drenched with one or the other of 
these solutions. After the solids have been disin- 
fected in this way, the air ie ould de purified by 
burning sulphur in the cios building. The burn- 
ing should be allowed to proceed until the flanie is 
extinguished by us own smoke. 

The manure or waste fro places occupied by 
diseased or suspected animals, and that furnished 
by the cars, trucks, wagons, yards, buildings, and 
vessels which demand disinfection, should be 
burned if possible; or, failing this, should be 
drenched with a solution of copperas (sulphate of 
iron) at the rate of one pound of the agent to one 
@alion of water, and then removed by horse teams. 
Litter and fooder should not be removed from the 
inclostre until it has been thoroughly fumigated 
by Durning sulphur, and even then it should be 
fed to horses only. 

Blankets, rugs, grain-bags, and other textile 
fabrics, and ropes used about suspected animals 
should be bolled in a solution of carbolic avid (two

PHYSIOLOGICAL BQUATION. 

The reason why hobody has ever answered 
is, that each stage of éxistence can only be ap- 
prehended and defined by the powers apper- 
taining to it. Herein lurks the fallacy which 
has bred such contempt for transcendental spec- 
ulations, because people try to talk of what 
abides beyond in terms of their present ex- 
perience. It is true that they must do this or 
eise remain silent; but the inherent disability 
of terrestrial speech and thought ought to be 
kept more constantly in view. How absurd it 
is, for example, to hear astronomers arguing 
aguinst existence in the moon or in the sun 
because there seems to be no atmosphere in 
one, and the other is enveloped in blazing 
hydrogen! Beings are at least conceivabie as 
weil fitted to inhale incandescent gas, or 
not to breathe any gases at ali, as to live 
upon the diluted oxygen of our own air. Em- 
bedied life is, in all cases, the physiologica! 
equation of its environing conditions. Water 
and gilis, lungs and atmosphere, coexist by 
correlation, and stars, suns, and planets may 
very well be peopled with propec inhabitants 
as natural as nut bushes, though entirely. be- 
yond the wit of man to imagifie. Even here, 
in dur owu iow degrees of lite, how could the 
oyster comprehend the fishing cruises of the 
sword-fish, or he conceive the flight and nest- 
ing of a bird? Yet these are neighbors and 
Teliow-iodgers upon the same globe. Of that 
giobe we bulid our bodies: we speak by agi- 
tating its air; we know no light save those few 
lines of its unexplored solar spectrum to which 
Our optio nerve responds. We have to think 
in terms of earth experience, as we havg to 
live by breathing the earth envelope. 

INDEPENDENCE OF OUR FACULTIES. 

We ought to be reassured, therefore, rather 
than disconcerted, by the fact that nobody can 
pretend to understand ana depict the future 
life, for it would prove sorely inadequate if it 
were at present intelligibie. To know that we

coming enlightenment. We only meditate 
saiely when we realize thet space, time, and 
the phenomena of sense are the provisional ‘ 
forms of thought. Mathematicians bave made 
us familiar with at least tne idea of space of 
four and more dimensions. As for time, it is 
an appearance due to the motion of heavily 
bodies, and by going close to the North Pole 
and walking eastward, a man might, astronom- 
joaliy, wind back again the lost days of his 
life upon a reversed calendar, Such simple

The case was heard before Judge Smith some two 
years ago and a verdict for $265 given in favor of 
the woman, but the Judge set it aside on the ground 
of the admission of improper evidence. The jury 
yesterday came to the conclusion that the claim 
had been settled and found a verdict for the de- 
fendant.

. BETRAYED BY A FRIEND. 


Gardner T. Hancock filed a bill io the Superior 
Court yesterday representing that in July, 1884, he 
obtained a patent for an improved suiky-piow. 
The 16th of July last be sold to an Old and intimate 
friend, Merriman B. Wood, for 85,000 the right to 
make and sell these plows in the State of Nebraska 
and the Indian Territory, and a half interest in the 
State of Kansas for $2,200.

At that time complainant 
was negotiating for the sale of certain State rights 
to one Bisco for $5,000, and it was very necessary 
for him to keep his credit good with the David 
Bradley Company 60 as to be able to deliver plows 
ad fast as ordered. The tirst of the present month 
complainant was at Little Rock, Ark., rouming with 
Wood, and he charges that one night Wood stole 
trom his pocket all his correspondence with the 
David Bradley Company, and then threatened to 
publish them and to show the financial trouble 
com plainant was in unless the latter would modify 
the contract as to the Kansas sale. By the modifi- 
cation complainant agreed to help Wood in tis 
canvassing, and to secure bim by giving him a deed 
to forty acres in Texas, worth $3,000. Complainant 
was to go to Kansas within ten days from 
the date of the contract, but was obliged to come 
to Chicago in answer to Wood's request to see 
about some piows. The ten days slipped by, and 
Wood then claimed Hancock had broken his con- 
tract, and demanded that the Texas land should be 
turned overto him. Hancock charges that this is 
a gross breach of the agreement, and he sues 
Wood to set aside the modified contract as to the 
Kansas sale and to compel a reconvéyance of the 
Texas land.

RAILROAD INTEREST IN SILEK-CULTURE. 

The Government bas done and seems willing 
to do a good deal to foster this industry, which 
promises not only to br belp to individuals, 
but wealth to the State. omen all over the 
country are greatly interested and eager to 
take hold of it, and in many localities it will be 
easy for whole neighborhoods, if they desire 
it, to engage in silk-raising, food being so plen- 
tiful. In other places the very women who 
wish most for the work, and need it most, are 
shut out from that which would help them, be- 
cause tifey are without hedges or land on which 
to plant them. In California, Mr. Philip Walk 
er tells me, the railroads have evinced an inter- 
est in silk-culture; and bere, where the osage 
grows so readily it does seem that the railroads, 
which have received from the Government 80 
much when they desired it, might help on this 
movement by acting in concert with ov- 
ernment in efforts to establish silk-culture, 
This they can do by allowing landless peopie to 
plant their storm-fences for them. Perhaps 
they will. Having learned of their generous 
appreciation of, and aid in, the noble work of 
the Rev. W. D. A. Matthews I can no longer 
believe them soulless corporations.” 

MARKETS. 

I will close with a word or two about the 
markets. Eggs and cocoons can be shipped 10 
foreign countries through New York brokers; 
or the producer can herseif find means of 
sbipping her products directly without the 
intervention of a third party. The Women's 
Silk-Cuiture Associauon at Philadelphia buys 
silk; there are a silk fllature or fllatures in New 
Orleans, La., one in Memphis, Tenn., I think, 
and one or two in California; Miss Nellie Lin- 
coin Kossiter of New Lisbon, N. Y., buys eggs, 
and sells them also; and it is not probable that 
any one who raises a first-rate crop of silk 
will lose by it.

WHY ULSTER FLOURISHES, 


WHILE THE REST OF IRELAND DECLINES. 
Dublin Nation, Sept. 12: Lord Blarney (Car- 
narvon) has been having a great time of it in 
the north, receiving the adulations of the Tory 
aristocracy aud bourgeois, and puffing and 
praising them all in return, Two leading notes 
run through all those discourses, One refers 
to the exceptional prosperity of * Ulster; 
the other, harmonizing neatly with it, claims 
for that part of the country an exceptional re- 
guard for law and order.“ In respect of both 
of those things there is a good deal of dis- 
bonesty in the pretensions put forward by the 
Tories and Orangemen of the north. 
So far as industries flourish and pros- 
perity exists in Ulster the fact gives 


if those ‘conditions were still further 
developed and were more general througbout 
the whole country, But when we find the in- 
dustries and prosperity of the north contrasted 
with the lack of those things in the other parts 
of Ireland in the boastful tone adopted by the 
Mayor of Belfast and other gentiemen of bis 
type, we cannot help noting the unfairness of 
the proceeding. Their observations are always 
so sbaped as to cast an undeserved stigma 
upon the people of the south and west, Never 
once bave those gentlemen the candor to even 
so much as hint at the true explanation of the 
difference between the material condition of 
Ulster and that of other provinces of Ireland. 
They take all the credit of their better lot to 
themselves; they attribute it to their superior 
energy, intelligence, loyalty, religion, and 
what not besides, ignoring all the time the 
plain and simple facts which furnish the real 
Yet those facts may be 
told in a few sentences. First, when the wool- 
en trade of Ireland was destroyed by British 
legislation, the imen trade, which did not seri- 
ously interfere with British business, was 
spared. That trade bad its chief location in 
Ulster, and there it has since continued, dif- 
fusing vast material benefiis among the people. 
Second, from the time of the plantation ot 
Ulster by Protestant colonists from England 
and Scotland., the new tenants, planted on the 
vonfiscated estates of Irish families, were 
made secure in their boidings by a ** tenant- 
right custom which was not allowed or 
recognized in other parts of Ireland. The 
value of this to the new race of tenant- 
farmers was inoaicuiable. Third, those 
northern colonists were exempt from the 
terrible persecution which for centuries was 
afflicting, impoverisbing, and destroying the 
Catholics of the south and west. There, truth- 
fully but briefly stated, is the whole story. 
Under those circumstances what can be more 
natural than that industries should thrive in 
one part.of thecountry while languishing and 
dying out in another? But of those historical 
truths there is no bint in the selt-zlorifying 
speeches of Belfast Mayors and Derry corpo- 
rators and Enniskillen town commissioners. 
As to their boasts about“ lawand order“ they 
are simply audacious, Ulster is the one por- 
tion of ireland where something like civil war 
is of annual recurrence. Belfast is a very fever-

Througnout South America ail the dentists and 
nearly ali the photographers are immigrants 
from the United States; and if were is any one 
among them who isn't getting rich he has no- 
body but himself to find fault with, because 
the natives give both professions plenty to do. 

SWEETMBATS AND DENTISTS. 

Nowhere in the world is so large an amount 
of confectionery consumed in proportion to the 
population as in Spanish America, and, as & 
natural consequence, the teeth of the people 
require a great deal of attention. As usual 
thing Spaniards bave good teeth, as they al- 
ways have beautiful eyes, and are very particu- 
lar in keeping them in condition. Hence the 
dentists are kept.busy, and, as they charge 
twice as much as they do in the United States, 


the profits are very large. 

In these countries itis the custom to serve 
sweetineats at every meal—duices, as they are 
called—preserved fruits of the richest sort, 
jellies and confections of every variety and 
description. Many of these are made by the 
nuns in the convents, and are sold to the pub- 
lie either through the confectionery stores or 
by private application. A South American 
housewife, instead of ordering jams, and pre- 
serves, and jellies from her grocer, or putting 
up a supply in her own kitchen during the 
fruit season, patronizes the nuns, and gets a 
better article ut a lower price. The nuns dre 
very ingenious in this work, and prepare forms 
of delicacies which are unknown to our table. 

At a dinner party not long ago dessert was 
brought in in a novel form. A tray which ap- 
peared to be filled with hard-boiled eggs was 
placed before the bostess, who gave each guest 
a couple, and poured over them some sort of a 
sirup or dreesing. In a strange country the 
tourist is always on the lookout for odd things, 
but this seemed to cap the climax—bard-boiled 
eggs at aswell dinner party for dessert. But 
it soon was discovered that the white of this 
bogus egg was blanc-mange, and the yolk was 
made of quince-jelly, egg-shelis being used for 
molds. This was an idea of the nuns, and one 
of their ingenious fixings. 

PHOTOGRAPHY. 

The photographers as well as the dentiets are 
Americans, and have all they cando. The 
Spanish-American belle has her photograph 
taken every time she gets a new dress, and 
that is very often. The Paris styles reach here 
as soon as they do the North American cities, 
and where the national costumes are not still 
worn there is a great deal of elaborate arcss- 
ing. The Argentine Republic isthe only coun- 
wy in which photographs of ladies are not sold 
in the shops. Elsewhere there is a craze for 
portraits of leading beauties, and tne young 
men have their rooms filled with photographs 
of the girls they admire, taken in all sorts of 
costumes and attitudes. 


FEMALE PHYSICIANS, 

There are a great many physicians and sur- 
geons from the United States in South Amer- 
ica, and they usually, if worthy, have a more 
extensive clientage than the natives. There is 
an excellent field for female physicians bere, 
and itis at present uroccupied. In most of 
the countries a physician, is not permitted to 
see a lady patient except in the presence of her 
husband, and many women die for lack of at- 
tention. The social laws are inflexible in this 
respect, and many women will suffer torments 
rather than expose themselves to criticism by 
receiving treatment from male practitioners. 
No woman, except she be of the common labor- 
ing class, will visit the office of a physician: 
and, as fees tor attendance at their homes are 
very high, many suffer and die from neglect. 
based upon motives of modesty and economy. 
There is only one lady physician in South 
America that I know of, and she is practicing 
with great success in Guatemala. Others 
might secure equal advantages in Venezuela, 
Colombia, Peru, Chili, Argentine, Uruguay, 
and Brazil; but it would be necessary for them 
to acquire a thorough knowledge of the Span- 
ish language and secure favorable introduc- 
tions before hanging out their shingles. 

TEACHERS. 

These introductions might be obtained 
through the Americon Consuls and legations, 
or from merchants of social and commercial 
standing. There is a strong prejudice against 
the professional employment of native women, 
but the American ladies who have come to 
South America as teachers have not only been 
cordially received, but in many cases bave been 
lionized. In many of the aristocratic families 
American girls are employed as goveruesses, 
and are treated with great deference. Mrs. 
Barrios, the widow of the late President of 
Guatemala, had three New York ladies in her 
family—one asa companion for herself, and 
the other two employed in the nursery. lu 
Peru, Chili, Argentine, and other countries 
French and English governesses are very com- 
mon; and, in fact, there are none other em- 
ployed, as the native girls will not accept such 
positions, and would not be employed because 
of their lack of education. 

Ex-President Sarmiento, the founder of the 
public-school system in the Argentine Repub- 
lic, is the leading advocate of the higher edu- 
cation of women in South America, having 
gained his advanced ideas while Minister to 
the United States. He is an intimate friend 
and regular correspondent of Mrs. Horace 
Mann, Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, and otber prominent women in 
the United States, and bas imbibed from them 
the theories of the equality of sex which their 
lives have been spent in demonstrating. 
Through his instrumentality some forty Amer- 
ican girls, graduates of Vassar, Wellesley, 
Mount Holyoke, and other institutions, have 
been employed under ten-year contracts by the 
Agentine Government in the normal schools 
and female seminaries of this country, and 
their success has been phenomenal. 


ROW WITH THE PAPAL NUNCIO. 

These teachers receive saiaries varying from 
$100 to $160 per month, and are placed in pos 
tions, social as well as professional, which they 
could not hope to acquire at home. In every 
instance they have conducted themselves with 
the most commendable dignity, and, although 
some of the economists in Congress and in the 
newspapers are grumbling over the large sal- 
aries they receive, they are treated with the 
greatest distincuon, and are entertained by the 
Government in a manner that our own educa- 
cational authorities might well imitate. Not 
long ago the Papal Nuncio, the Ambassador of 
the Holy See to the Argentine Republic, at- 
tempted to interfere with the management of 
a school over which a New Engiand gir! pre- 
sided, accusing her of instilling Protestant 
ideas in the minds of her pupils. She declined 
to be dictated to by him, and he denounced her 
from the pulpit of the cathedral. The school- 
ma am brought the matter to the attention of 
the Minister of Education, who made an in- 
vestigation of the case, which resulted in the 
Papal Nuncio receiving his passport, with a po- 
lite but firm invitation to leave the country. 
He resisted, and attempted to bulldoze the 
Government, but his attitude only hastened 
his departure, and now the Holy Sce ig not rep- 
resented at the Capitai of Argentine. : 


PREFERENCE FOR BLONDE AMERICANS.

the most expensive in the world, with the ex- 
ception of Australia. The amount expended 
by the Government of Argentine for educa- 
tional purposes is $10.20 per pupil annually, 
while in the United States it averages only 
$8.70, in Germany $6, and in England $9.10. 
There are thirty colleges and normal schools 
for the higher education of men and women in 
this Republic, witn 430 teachers and 6,710 stu- 
dents, in a total population of less than 4,000,- 
000. The leading university of the country, at 
Buenos Ayres, bas a faculty of forty-eight pro- 
fessors and 720 students, in law, medicine, sei- 
ence, and the classics. 

The Government of Chili, which attempts a 
close competition with the Argentine Repub- 
lic in matters of education as well as other 
modern improvements, has contracted’ with 
fifty young ladies from Germany to manage 
its female seminaries ana normal schools at 
much lower salaries than the Yankee school 
ma ams here receive, 


PHILANTHROPY. 

The Argentines have made as rapid advance- 
ment in the way of charity and philanthropy 
as in education, and one finds here as many 
benevolent institutions as in New York or 
other cities of the United States, in proportion 
to the population, There are hospitals, dis- 
pensaries, homes for the indigent aged, orpban 
asylums, blind and deaf-and-dumb asylums, 
insane asylums, public libraries, free art 
schools, and all sorts of institutions founded 
by benevolence and liberally endowed, There 
is a Board of Health enforcing strict sanitary 
regulations, the streets are swept every night, 
the police are admirubly organized, the public 
buildings and parks are ligbted by electricity, 
and there are more telephones in use here in 
proportion to the sizeof the city than any- 
where else in the world. The plantation- 
owners mostiy reside dn Buenos Ayres, and 
have telephonic wires in almost every in- 
stance between their offices and estancias. 
Instead of yelling Hello! into a telephone, 
they say Oyezl oyez!’’ as our bailiffs do 
when they open court. . 

BUENOS AYRES. 

The post-office of Buenos Ayres bandled 18,- 
000,000 packages last year, which is pretty good 
for a city of 375,000 inbabitants, and its progress 
is no better ijlustratea than by the increase of 
mails. In 1865 only .1,000,000 pieces were 
hanaled by this office, and in 1875 only 7,000,- 
000, while during the last six months of 1885 
over 10,000,000 pieces passed through the office. 
There is a mail leaving and arriving for and 
from Eurove nearly every day, but all mail for 
the United States goes and comes by way of 
Great Britain, because of the tack of direct 
steamship communication. 

There are three gas companies here, with 
240 miles of pipe, ligatimg 26,000 houses or 
stores, with 3,300 street lamps. There are 
eighty-two miles of paved streets; forty miles 
of sewers, some of them large enough for a 
railway-train to pass through. There are 1,100 
heensed hacks and 2,715 licensed express 
wagons; five street-raliway companies, with 
ninety-three miles of track, carrying 1,850,000 
passengers monthly. Between tramways and 
publie carriages the inhabitants of this piace 
spent an average of $8 per capita for city loco- 
motion last year. ; 


MUGWUMP ANGUISH. 


COLLECTOR HEDDEN AND HIS RECENT AP- 
POINTEBE STERLING—UNSPEAKABLE  IN- 
DIGNATION OF THE EVENING GODKIN. 
New York, Sept. 19,—The removal of Capt. 

George B. Bacon, chief weigher of the cus- 
tom-house, who has held that position fur 
the last sixteen years, and the appointment in 
his place of a Democratic Brooklyn ward poll- 
ticilan named Sterimg, continue'to excite con- 
siderable interest here, The mugwumps are 
endeavoring bard to find some pretext for the 
President’s action, but that the removal was 
made for purely political reasons, and particnu- 
larly for che purpose of strengthening the 
chances of the Deniocrats in the fall campaign, 
there can be but little doubt. That sometbing 
must be done to pacify the Democrats before 
the State campaigu has long been admitted. 

Gen. Carr, the leading candidate for Gov- 
ernor by the Republicans, is regarded as espe- 
cially strong amone the Irish voters, and the 
necessity of doing something had evidently be- 
come pressing. The kind of a person whom 
the Democratic Collector has selected for the 
position may be inferred from the fact that he 
was twice arrested for trying to steal a bull- 
terrier, and once locked up for jt. The Even- 
ing Post is particularly torn up over this 
piece of practical politics. It says tonight: 

Mr. Hedden seems inclined to prove to the world 
that he is silly as well as weak. One can hardly 
apply any other epithet to his course in gétting 
affidavits now, charging Capt. Bacon with “ irregu- 
Iaritiles.“ Three weeks ago, when Bacon’s removal 
was first talked of, he was told there were no 
charges against either his official conduct or his 
private character, and Mr. Hedden made no men- 
tion of any charges until he saw that the appoint- 
ment of Sterling was making an uproar. He is so 
blind., too, apparently, that he does not see that it 
is not Bacon’s removal that damns him, but the re- 
moval of Bacon to make room for Sterling. If 
Bacon had been removed and a thoroughly re- 
spectable and competent man put in his place, we 
certainly should not have ventured to criticise 
the change, however much we might have dis- 
liked it. But Sterling’s appointment gives a 
character to the removal which all the affidavits 
which poor Mr. Hedden could get up be- 
tween now and Christmas could not hide. Neither 
he nor Mr. Beattie will dare to tell the public that 
they have made Sterling a weigher in the interest 
of honest government, or that a corner groggery is 
the place to go to look for public servants to carry 
out President Cleveland's plan of treating public 
office as a public trust. 

Civil-Service. Commissioner Dormann B. 
Eaton, who arrived here this afternoon, ex- 
presses the belief that Collector Hedden has 
violated the OCivil-Service law in dis- 
charging’ Capt. Bacon without cause, but 
declines to make known his intentions. 
There can be no doubt, however, but that the 
civil-service reformers intend to make Capt. 
Bacon's dismissal a test case, and that it will be 
presented to the President in the strongest 
light. The advocates of the merit system feel 
the more anxious to put President Cleveland on 
record, either for or against them, because of 
the sentiment which is being aroused against 
the operations of the present law and the vigor- 
ous attempts that have been made to defeat its 
Objects. 

The Lventng Post wants to know “ who owns 
Beattie and’ who the real Collector 16.“ 
This is a pueriie affectation ot ignorance. Ev- 
erybody else has known ever since the ap- 
pointments, which the Post so dishonestiy com-

A Brilliant Women Who Frequently Im-

That must indeed have been a thrilling life-— 


a lite of ‘startling dramatic interest—which 


covered the period occupied by the career of 
Mme. de Staél, even had the person living the 
Ute been but an obscure observer of passing 
events. For the time was big with the moat 
astounding events the world has known in 
these later centories, But to a person like 
the daughter of Necker, with intellect to com- 
pretend the prodigious events, and with the 
power oftentimes to influence them to a great- 
er or less extent, the wonderful drama 
which was then enacted upon the 
stage of France must bave appeared 
indeed as of even overwhelming importance. 
It must have dwarfed individual life, it would 
seem, until one’s own personal affairs, if they 
would press upon the attention, were au im- 
pertinence, to be disposed of as quickly as pos- 
sible, that one might give every thought and 
every emotion to one’s country. She saw the 
commencement and the close of that great 
social earthquake which overthrew the oldest 
dynasty in Europe, she saw the rise, the cul- 
minanon, and the setting of Napoleon's me- 
teor-star; she witnessed the return of the 
Bourbons after their long exile, end the 
final death in defeat and exile of her dreaded 
enemy—the great soldier-Emperor—on the 
rocky ocean isle. This series of events is 
not to be paralleled for magnitude and 
meaning in any period of modern time, 
and Mme. de Sta#l was something more than a 
spectator during much of the great miracie- 
play. 

The father Necker was the Coutroller-Gen- 
eral of Finances under Louis XVI.; and a man 
worthy of honor and long remembrance, al- 
though he was called during these perilous 
times to a work he was unable to do, and 
which perbaps no man covld have done, The 
corrupt and meretricious court had brought 
France, financially as well as morally, toa 
point where no oue man, bad he been ever 80 
great and so noble, could save her—could even 
retard the period of her ruin. Necker made a 
noble struggle, but was overborne by fate; and 
had his genius been even more command- 
ing than it was he would doubtiess 
have been thus overborne. History tells us of 
many greater statesmen than he, but of few 
better men. Disinterested almosttoa fauit, 
stainless in his private morals, as weill as un- 
questioned in his public integrity, truly relig- 
jous in a time given over to atheism and im- 


piety, conscientious even to the smallest mat~ 


ters in public as well as private life, and mod- 
erate when everything about bim was in ex- 
tremes—well might Mme. de Stabl be proud of 
her father and fond to effusion of his mem- 
ory. 

Her mother, too, was a woman to be 
held in reverent remembrance. She was 
both beautiful and accomplished—pos- 
sessed of fine talents, as well as spot- 
less character. Sbe had been engaged 
to Gibbon in her youth, and the attachment 
between them was a strong one. But the mar- 
riage was prevented by his father, and, after 
a long period of mournful constancy, she mar- 
ried M. Necker and took her place among the 
great ones of the earth. The friendship be- 
tween herself and Gibbon was afterwards very 
tender and sacred, although she was a faithful 
and devoted wife to Necker and really warmly 
attached to him, Necker, on bis part, was 
her worshiping lover to the end of his life. 


A REMARKABLE CHILD. 

The daughter of such parents could scarcely 
fail to be remarkabie in some way. It is not 
from such sources that the mediocri- 
ties are recruited, But the cbild 
was utterly unlike both her parents, 
and never showed much likeness to either even 
in after life. Her genius was unquestioned 
even from ner precocious babyhood, and she 
was the wonder and admiration of all the 
brilliant circle of ber parents’ friends. Her 
temperment was most vehement and impulsive, 
and her vivécity a wonder even to the Paris 
jans. She seemed to know everything by in- 
tuition, and made light of the hardest tasks 
which could be given her. And tbe streams 
of her childish eloquence seemed.to flow from 
some exbaustiess fountain. The celebrated 
men who were her father’s guests were never 
weary of expressing their astonishment at her 
powers of conversation. 

Gibbon, the Abbé Raynal, Baron Grimm, and 
Marmontel were among these friends, and they 
undoubtedly did much to stimulate the child- 
ish intellect, although Mme. Necker, troubled 
at the precocity of her dariing, frowned upon 
all attempts to unduly excite her mind. But 
great themes were constantly discussed in her 
presence—the frivolity of the old régime was 
being rapidly displaced by the intense earnest- 
ness ot the men of the new era—and the most 
momentous questions of life and death, of time 
and eternity, were the subjects of the conver- 
sations to which the young genius listened 
with such rapt attention. Doubtiess it was 
in listening to these profound discussions in 
her earliest years that she acquired 
that confidence which in after years never de- 
serted her, but which always led her to believe 
that she could save both her country and the 
world if people would only let her manage 
things her own way. Charles X. used to tell 
the story of ber calling upon him, after the re- 
turn of the Bourbons to France, and offering 
him a constitution ready made, and insisting 
upon bis accepting it. He says: It seemed 
like a thing resolved—an event decided upon— 
this ,proposal of inventing à constitution 
for us. I kept as long as 1 could 
upon the defensive; but Mme. de Stasl, car- 
ned away by her zeal and enthusiasm, instead 
of speaking of what presumably concerned 
herself, knocked me about with arguments 
and crushed me with threats and menaces: 
so, tired to death of entertaining, instead of a 
clever, bumble woman, a roaring politician in 
petticoats, I finished the audience, leaving her 
as little satisied as myself with the interview.“ 
Perhaps something of this same sort may have 
influenced Napoleon in banishing ner from the 
Empire. 

Necker himself idolized his daughter, and 
was naturally very proud of her youthful tri- 
umph, while she in turn made him her 
one hero among men. Throughout lite ber 
devotion to him oontinued, and she 
wrote of him as one might write of agod. She 
frequently lamented that he had been her 
father and not one of herown generation, that 
there might bave been a man of her time 
worthy of the love which she could have lay- 
ished upon him. The fervor of this devotion, 
altnough it seems unnatural, belonged to her 
intensely impulsive temperament, and in her 
case we must make some allowance for the ex- 
cesses of ber passionate expressions of affec- 
tion. Although she talked much and in the 
grandest manner of love, even when young 
and unmarried—which is a very indelicate 
thing to do in the eyes of the French—she did not 
appear to bave any youthful romance of a 
serious sort. She had a great reputation 
as a wit and a genius, but few admirers who 
could be classed as lovers. Many men were 
her friends, and she was much sought after, 
but she was far from beautiful, which goes a 
great way in matters of the heart, and many 
disliked the manner in which she trampied 
upon the conventionalitics, while. doubtiess: 


many others objected to her strong-minded- 


ness and the aggressiveness of her opivions. 
A MARRIAGE DE CONVENANCE. 


She made a marriage de convenance at the 
age of 20, apparently without much thought of 
love upon either side, and entered upon her 
new career with ali the confidence which char- 
acterized ber. Baron ae Stabil was a man of 
good character and noble birth, an attaché of 
the Swedish Embassy, and, as she had 
money enough for both, the match was thought 
ot favorably by her friends, Although the 
Baron was a handsome man and of pl 
address, and one, it seems, who. might have 
touched a maiden’s heart, yet Mile.

She 
pined feartully at the exile and 
ever-increasing sorrow for her country. Her 
interest in the events of the time was cruelly 
intense and burned out ber life. M. de 
Narbonne, whose life she had saved, was 
one of ber consolations in the dreadful exile, 
as was also the friendship of Talle En- 
giish gossips made what they cou

a little time. In England and in America it 
seems very bard for even virtuous and 42 
minded people to appreciate a friendship 
tween a man and a woman. In France the 
most true and tender relations of this sort are 
often maintained for years with na thought of 
wrong upon the part of outside observers. 
But anything like friendship between men and 
women is mentioned at some risk 
in the former countries today as well as 
in the times of which we write. 
Mme. de Staéi had many warm friends and ad- 
mirers among men all her life, and we believe 
that, outside of England, no notice was ever 
taken of the fact. 2 
She returned to France after quiet was som 
what restored, and lived in Paris for four 
years. Then came Na on, whom she hated 
with all the ardor of her nature, and who re- 
turned her hate with interest. He banished 
her from France and would not permit her re- 
turn during his entire reign. It was a purely 
personal dislike on bis part, and a piece of his 
most odious 8 to allow his personal 
feelings to influence bim in such a mat- 
ter. There are few things of 
him more utterly inexcusable than this. 
She passed fourteen years in exile—the best 
years of her life—and exile to her had all the 
bitterness of death; she could never really 
live except in Paria. We hear little of her bus- 
band during ali this time, but it is not likely 
that she derived much consolation from domes- 
tic life. Sne had no taste tor it, and found it 
the supreme bore. She consoled herself as 
much as she could with literature, and wrote 
those books which, wonderful ana brilijant as 
they are, ail who knew ber personally unite in 
saying never did justice to her genius, The 
gloom of exile was over them all. She suffered 
a great variety of petty persecutions during all 
those years at the hands of Napoleon, and 
these added to the inevitable miseries of her 
lot unnecessary pargs. 

Han LAST YEARS. 


After the fallof the Napoleonic Empire she 
returned to Paris and there passed the remain- 
der of her life. It was at this time that she pre- 
sented the constitution to Charles X. She was 
never remarkable for ber taste in dress, and 
that Prince thus describes her on that occa- 
sion: ‘*She wore a red satin gown embroidered 
with flowers of gold and silk, a profusion of 
diamonds, rings enough to stock a pawnbrok- 
er's shop: and I must add that I never before 
saw so low acut corsage display less inviting 
charms. Upon her head was a large turban, 
constructed on the pattern of that worn by the 
Cumean sybil, which put the finishing touch to 
a costume so little in harmony with the style of 
her face. i scarcely oan understand how a 
woman of genius can have such a false, vulgar 
taste. 

It can de easily comprehended how she 
might have bored the Prince by pressing upon 
him at such length ber ideas of the reconstruc- 
tion of the Empire, for she often bored even 
those who really admired and appreci 
by the torrents of her talk. She was not witty, 
but full of rhetorical surprises and with 
boundless stores of information upon eve 
subject. People do not like to be insteugted, 
nor do they like to be preached to even by elo- 
quent lips, and her great conversational pow- 
ers often made her dreaded rather than ad- 
mired in general society. While she was in 
who must be allowed 
the capability of appreciating her, was wontto 
run away from ber whenever he could, and 
bore up under her eloquence with rather an ill- 
grace when he could not escape it. Schiller 
also, in whom she much delighted, was ungal- 
lant enough to dislike her extremely. On the 
contrary, Talieyrand and many other famous 
Frenchmen seemed never to weary of her, and 
have handed down the tradition of her wonder- 
ful talks to a later generation. It ia probable 
that her excessive vivacity was more pleasing 
to the French mind than to that of the English 
and Germans, and her lack of repose aid not 
weary them to the same extent. She 
retained her friends to the end of her 
life, and they were the source of her 
supreme satisfaction. She was loyal and 
devoted in the extreme to all whom she favored 
with ber friendship, and allioved her with deep 
affection. She wore out her passionate heart 
and restiess intellect in mid-life, for she was 
but 50 when she died. Few more fascinating 
biographies bave ever been written than hers 
would be could we have it from a truthful and 


competent source; for the romance of the | 


time and of her position, and the briliiancy of 
the part she played have seldom been sur- 
passed in history.

Meeting of the State Board of

Two Slaps at Dr. Miller Tho Work of 
the Revenue Commission Oom- 
pleted Yesterday. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Sept. 25.— (Special. |-—The 
plot thickens in the atmosphere surrounding 
Congressman Willlam M. Springer, the only 
man for many years that stood a ghost of a 
sbow of bemg nominated by the Democracy of 
the Thirteenth District for that office, and the 
man whom many Republicans have voted for 
on each occasion, but the plot now in hand- 


viz.: to dislodge the venerable Judge Treat 


from the position of Judge of the Southern Dis- 
trict of Illincis—has stirred up more condemna- 
tion of this wily politician's dubious methods 
to attain ends particularly advantageous to 
himself than any attempted scheme lately un- 
dertaken. It is causing avery wide split be- 
tween what is denominated the spring- chicken 
wing of the Democracy in this district and the 
old stand-bys who have been faithfully voting 


the Democratic ticket since the time of An- 
drew Jackson, and who have also been the 


done and sinew of Springer’s support in years 


gone by. This latter element, while they would, 
many of them, probably favor the retirement 
ot Judge Treat about the expiration of the 
term of the present Administration in order 
that a younger man may be appointed and 
hold the office indefinitly should party be 
hurled from power, condemn in unmeasured 
terms the methods adopted to harass and an- 
noy the old gentleman, until, driven to the last 
extremity, he will resign to escape his sup- 
posed-to-be political friends, It appears 
on investigation that the leaven set by 
Congressman Springer has been quietiy 
working for some time, and since the 
word was passed along the line a number of 
politicians have come to the front in a quiet 
way who would not refuse to wear the ermine 
to be thrown off by Judge Treat, and in this re- 
spect the scheme bas grown to dimensions 
which surprise Congreséman Springer and 
cause him some alarm, sigce be had hoped to 
dispose of one of his forinidable competitors 
for Congressional honors by getting bim ap- 
pointed to Judge Treat's piace. Among the 
most prominent candidates for the office are 
James 8. Ewing of Bloomington, the Hon. W. 
J. Allen of Carbondale, Judge Moulton of 
Sheibyville, Judge Thornton of Taylorville, the 
Hon. William Brown of Jacksonville, and Billy 
Barnes of the same place. 

A prominent member of the Springfield bar 
in a confidential conversation last evening said 
to THe TRIBUNE correspondent that Judge 
Treat has coneluded to resign about the let of 
January next. It is the opinion of some, how- 
ever, that in case be does resign, in view of 
his long service on the bench and his eminent 
Ability, he will have much to say about who 
bis successor shali be, and in that case the 
scheming politicians will be disappointed, for, 
while the Judge is and has always been a 
strong Democrat, he is not a politician and has 
little sympathy with their selfish trickery, 
and the events of the last few months 
have not served to make him bear 
them any more love. All the ntlemen 
above named, with the exception, probably, of 
Judges Thoruton and Moulton, are active poli- 
ticians, and it is safe to say the Judge's infiu- 
ence will not be thrown in favor of any of 
them. It is well known that while he has few 
friends with whom he associates, being a man 
of exclusive habits, especially since the death 
ot his wife about a year ago, leaving him child- 


less, be is nearest in friendly councils with he 


Hon. James C. Robinson and Judge B. F. Ed- 
wards, and it would not be a surprise to many 
if, when he does conclude to resign, he will 
favor the appointment of one of these two 
gentlemen, either of whom is eminently quali- 
fied for the position. 

In any event Congressmen Springer is likely 
to get little comfort out of the turn affairs may 
take, and he will find that the circle of old 
friends who bave stood by him through thick 
and thin will rally to the standard of some one 
who does not forget his ald friends when new 
and younger ones clamor for his patronage, 
He bas allowed himself to be surrounded dy a 
syndicate of managers and advisers who are 
more the friends ot one of bis tools than of 
himseif, and the tool will get tne reward while 
Springer will be the one to suffer. 

In the mixed-up state of affairs over the 
Judgship it is probable Congressman Morrison 
may take a band, since Springer refused to ac- 
cept the olive-branch of peace held out to him 
on Morrison's visit to this city last week.

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MOVEMENTS OF MERCHANDISE. 


THAT OF LAST WEEK ABOUT EQUAL TO PRE- 
CEDING ONES—THE SITUATION WORTH 
EXAMINING-—-BUSINESS FAILURES. 

_ New York, Sept. 25,--| Special. |—The move- 
ment of general merchandise througbout the 


about equal to the volume of preceding 
weeks, though distributed somewhat differ- 
ently. At various trade centres West and 
Southwhest, where the activity reported has 
not been proportionate to that recorded at 
Eastern points of distribution, there have been 
a larger inquiry and a heavier week's business, 
but at various cities in the East the movement 
of goods to the interior ie smaller. IIlus- 
trating this, it may be specified that at Bostdén 
the sales of dry goods have fallen off somewhat 
from the late heavy volume and that the ex- 
isting demand there is less than had been ex- 


pected. 

The situation is therefore considered one for 
critical exumination, and the succeeding few 
weeks will be closely observed to determine 
whether the result, as bas been alleged, is to 
be a dull trade during the winter succeeding an 
autumn spurt only. The Eastern dry-goods 
trade in general is therefore characterized as 
quiet. ool continues in fair demand from 
manufacturers in excess of immediate demands 
as well asfrom speculators. This makes prices 
firm and holders stiff in their views. Tne mar- 
ket ig called strong and active. The produce 
and grocery markets are described as fair, but 
not active. In staples there has 
been a retrograde movement. The die- 
tribution of coffee and sugar ig be 
bind that for the like period of last 
year, Teas are compietely demoralized. Butter 
is depressed and cheese steady, with a limited 
export demand. The new as well as favorable 
features are that at Chicago there is an im- 
proved distribution of general merchandise 
and that the request for funds from the in- 
terior is heavier. Business is better at San 
Francisco, and at Cincinnati reports from va- 
rious leading lines of trade show that business 
is 200 per cent better than it was in the like 
period of 1884. The margin of profit, however, 
is notimproved, Wheat bus been advanced on 
speculative demand and uaquestioned manip- 
ylation. Most of the 3 cents per bushel increase 
in price nas been retained. There is, however, 
no gain in the foreigu demand. Indian corn 
has been slightly stimulated by the advance in 
wheat, and wheat flour has been strengthened 
by the same cause very materially. Farmers 
in the Northwest persist in holding back wheat, 
and prices at Minneapolis have advanced 2 
cents per busbelin consequence. With this 
result, after atew weeks’ restriction of sup- 
plies only, it is questionable whether the hold- 
ers of spring wheat will not hold on to their 
grain for an advance of $1 per bushel. Hog 
products have been dull and lower, and petro- 
leum certificates are inactive. The foreign 
demand for refined oil is better, which stimu- 
wang ep yard some. Ocean freights generally 
are heavy and low, and the movement of ex- 
portable product is no better. 

There were 140 failures in the United States 
during the last week, as compared with 148 the 

week., and with 201, 164, and 173, re- 
spectively, in the corresponding weeks of 1884, 
1883, and 1882. About 83 per cent were those 
of small traders whose capital was less than 
35.000. Canada had twenty, an increase of 
two. The business failures occurring through- 
out the country during the last seven days, as 
reported to R. G. Dun & Co., number 1385, as 
against 178 last week, and 203 the week previ-. 
ous.

KYLE COMMITTED.

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 25,--|Special.}~The 
preliminary examination into the charge of 
forgery against Wiiliam Kyle was resumed be- 
fore the Police Magistrate today. William 
Cooke, manager of the Merchants’ Bank, pro- 
duced a note purporting to be made by. Ber- 
nard Doyle, a merchant, which he swore was a 
forgery. He deposed that the bank holds 
$58,000 worth of William Kyle & Vo,’s paper, 
of which $47,000 is worthless. Tne 14th inst. 
he discussed the paper held by the bank with 
Munro, who admitted that some of it 
was not correct, explaining that Dono 
van, the firm’s bookkeeper, had drawn 
up some of it. On being pressed he 
admitted that be bad kaowiedge of the forge- 
ries, as did Mr, Kyle. Munro promised, with 
Kyle, who was present during the interview, to 
prepare a list of the forged notes, and the fol- 
lowing day Kyle brought him the list. Munro 
disappeared the 16th. He (witness) did not 
care to have Munro arrested without instruc- 
tions from the management. Bernard Doyle 
examined the note and pronounced ita forgery. 
OC. MoQuaig, accountant, testified he had exam- 
ined the books of the firm of Kyle & Co. 
and found that the firm Jan. 1 last 
had struck a balance showing the firm 
was worth $250, reckonmg the assets at 100 
cents on the dollar, but they had returned a 
statement to the banks showing a balance in 
their favor of $12,000. The Zist of July the 
books revealed that the credits without debts 
amounted to $40,000, which represented the 
increase of forgeries. Prisoner's counsel con- 
tended that Kyj e knew noth about the books 
and never looked at them, and they therefore 
could not be used as evidence against him. He 
called Donovan, the firm’s bookkeeper, to 
prove this. Witness knew of the forgeries ten 
months ago. Munro asked bim on one occasion 
to commit forgery, but he refused. He did 
not think he told Kyle of the forgeries. The 
latter never looked at the books or had any- 
thing to do with them. Before absconding 
Munro had given him a document to the effect 
that he (Donovan) knew nothing of the for- 
geries that had taken place. This concluded 
the evidence, and counsel for Kyle asked for 
his discharge, contending that the prosecution 
had failed to make out a case. The magis- 
trate, however, beld that a prima facie case 
hed been made out, and committed the accused 
for trial, and refused to admit him to bail. 


GENERAL NOTES FROM THE DOMINION. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 25.—Under. authority of 
the Customs act, the Governor General in 
council bas ordered to be placed on the free 
liet models of inventions and other improve- 
ments in the arts but no. articie shall be 
deemed a model or improvement which can be 
fitted for use. This shall be construed to 
refer only to original models or patterns of 
such inventions or improvements, and not to 
castings or copies made therefrom of other 
material than that of which the original model 
had been made.

OrrawA, Ont., Sept. 25,—{Special.]—~ The 
monthly statement showing the condition of 
Canadian banks acting upder Dominion char- 
ter, for the month of August, is, on the whole, 
satisfactory. The total liabilities of these 
banks Aug. 31 were $141,671.318 and total as- 
sets $222,228,712. As to liabilities compared 
with August, 1884, there was an increase of 
$6, 102. 489 and in assets $5,244,392, Taking te 
liabilities in detail, and comparing the August 
returns with that of the corresponding month 
of last year, it is shown that the circulation in- 
creased $971,058, while public deposits in- 
creased $5,988,436, an unmistakabie evidence 
that the working classes have 4 surplus 
over and above their actual living expenses. 
In assets it is shown that those immediately 
available increased $4,966,290. Balances due 
by banks in the United States and in Greut 
Britain show an increase of $2,886,827. Total 
loans were $1,855,141 less than in August, 1884, 
Of these total loans, loans to the public were 
$4, 120,854 less than in 1884, while loans to cor- 
porations were $3,707,615 more.

ToRONTO, Ont., Sept, 25.—/Special.]—Two 
more cases of small-pox have been reported 
here. Oneis that of a young woman who ar- 
rived last week from Qwebec. She stopped 
thirty-six hours at a cheap lodging-hovuse near 
Bonaventure station in Montreal on the way 
up. The patient was removed to the bospital 
and vaccinated, The case is of a mild form. 
The other cuse is that of @ 5-year-old boy, and 
the health officials attribute it to infection car- 
ried by bis father, who quite recently opened 
several packages of gloves from Montreal in 
his employer's store. The child has been re- 
manded to the smull-pox hospital and the in- 
mates of the house will be kept in quarantine 
until all danger of infeetion is passed, An 
evening paper in referring to the latter case 


This shows that the system which Montreal man- 
ufacturers adopted to free their products from the 
taint of infection is a failure, Many local mer- 
chants are extensive receivers of clothing from 
Montreal on which cheap French labor is em- 
ployed. The liabiiity of woolen and cotton fabrics 
to conduct disease would be cause for rigid scra- 
tiny. even if the clothing came out of the hands of 
working people who made reasonable endeavors to 
keep smali-pox from their homes. But the risk to 
‘citizens from contact with Montreal clothing is in- 
creased by the fact that the people who make it 
live in the disease-centres of that city. It is to the 
unwillingness of the French working classes to 
avail themselves of the ordinary safeguards against 
disease that Montreal owed the development of the 
smail-pox plague. With a view of avoiding a 
share in the results of the French p.puiation’s 
apathy Eastern Ontario mérehants have been ad- 
vortieing Ne Montreal clothing kept in stock.“

THE CHINESE LEGATION. 


ITS FREQUENT CHANGES OF QUARTERS, 
AND ITS PRESENT RESIDENCHSE. 

Washington Letter: The Chinese Legation 
has leased the Stewart Castle. This is the 
most uneasy legation of all the foreigen ones 
establishea at Washington. They move nearly 
every year. When they first came here they 
occupied boss Shepherd's very large house. The 
Chinese Government deposited $100,000 in gold 
at the Riggs Bauk to meet their expenses. The 
next house they occupied was a large rookery 
of a house on H street ofa very inferior qual, 
ty in comparison with the Shepherd house. 
It isc now a boarding-house. Last winter 
they occupied a small house on Massa- 
chusetts avenue. This was a handsome place, 
but very restricted in size. They have 
done no entertaining since they moved out of 
the Shepherd House, This year it looks as if 
the legation was in funds again.

Taking ail the evidence into consideration, there 
is not much to support the view that the available 
supply of hogs for winter marketing can much ex- 
ceed last year, although the average weight will be 
materially heavier. 

The allments and losses which have been devel- 
oped in the Western States have not been of a conta- 
gious nature, the troubles being local, und due to 
excessive moisture and a diet of immature and 
otherwise unfavorable material, taking form in di- 
arrhea and distemper. These troubles will prob- 


ably de greatly abated by the recent dry and favor- 
able weather, which has been of great benefit in 


completing and hastening the maturity of the corn 
crop. 

A telegram from San Francisco says shippers 
there have begun to figure on the quantity of Pa- 
cific coast wheat there will be for export. A state- 
ment was sent to England two weeks ago that the 
quantity would not exceed 430,000 tons, or, say, 
14,500,000 du. Conservative dealers unhesitatingiy 
state that this estimate is entirely erroneous. They 
figure as follows: This year’s crop, 23,000,000 bu; 
carried over from last year, 10,000,000; total quan- 
tity of wheat in California and Oregon at present 
time, 83,000.000 bu; deduct what is required for 
local uses and seeding, and there will remain 800,- 
000 tons, or, say, 26,000,000 bu, available for export.

Fair Counterfeit Detectors. 

There is a very large amount of counterfeit 
paper afloat, aud some of it finds its way to 
-the Treasury, when it is discovered in the Re- 
demption Division. It is bere that ail the 
money sent in from outside sources is counted 
and examined. The counting and sorting are 
done by ladies and they are the most expert in 
the Country. They can tell a counterfeit in- 
stinctively, with eyes open or shut, and there 
1s not a bank cashier in the United States, or 
even among the large contingent now sojourn- 
ing in Canada, who could compete with them 
fn the matter of determining counterfeits. 
They can tell a spurious bill as far 
as they can see it, and the mere hand- 
ling of the paper is enough for them to de- 
cide upon its genuineness. The silk paper 
upon which Treasury notes are printed 
can only be made by expensive machinery, 
and it is a felony to even manufacture the 
biank paper without due authority. Under 
the circumstances all counterfeits are printed 
upon inferior paper, which iends this great 
facility in the matter of detection. A guide 
was once taking a party of visitors through 
the redemption division, and was expatiating 
upon the expertness of the fair money-hundlers 
in this respect. He solemnly assured the party 
that one of the giris had detected a counterfeit 
in the middie of a pile of money six inches 
thick by merely seeing the thin edge of it. 
This imaginative public servant has been dis- 
charged under a reform Administration, but 
after all it was only an exaggeration of a dem- 
onstrated fact. To a stranger it seems more 
like diablery than the possession of trained 
vision and a delicate sense of touch in the de- 
tection of counrerfeits. 

These female experts receive $75 a month 
for their services. They do nothing but count 
from 9in the morumg until 4 in the after- 
noon, and their bands move with a rapidity 
seidom acquired by the most expert bank 
clerks. But they make no mistakes. A mis- 
count or a counterfeit overiooked comes out 
of the wages ot the one making the error, and 
two or three mistakes a month would wipe out 
a giri’s saiary, as some of the bills handled are 
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Sam Ward and Medora Grymes. 

Sam Ward, afterwards the king of the lobby 
here, writes Ben: Perley Poore in the Boston 
Budget, was, when a young man, the leading 
gallant of New York City. He soon made & 
conquest of Miss Astor, the daughter of the 
then greatest millionaire on the continent, and 
married her. Mrs. Ward died very soon after 
marriage, and Sam appeared again 
upon the town in the role of a young, 
gay, and rich widower. At this time 
the greatest beauty of the South, perhaps 
of the whole continent, Medora Grymes, 
made her debut in New York society. 
The figure, neck, and arms of Medora 
Grymes were so faultlesiy perfect that 
she was constantly sought for by artists and 


solicited by friends to have them copied, both 
on canvas and in marble. Her eyes were of a 
dark olive, as rare as it is beautiful—men ap- 
preciate it—large, and when in repose had a 
dreamy expression, which was probably owing 
to the unusual le of the eyelashes; the 
face was oval; the complexion a rich olive; 
the eyebrows somewhat heavy, but so perfect 
in their outlines and arch that none others 
would bave seemed in keeping. Her head was 
of such a shape that she could wear her hair 
in any style, and it was hard to tell which was 
the most becoming. Sue sometimes appeared 
with it worn in the antique Grecian fashion, 
simp!y brusbed back over her ears and braided 
in a simple knot behind, the most trying style 
in which it can be worn.

Her musical education was care- 
fully attended to, and she retained all her skill 
and powers durmg her whole life. Her voice 
was remarkably fine,and—proud as she un- 
doubtedly was of her arm—she made the study 
of the harp a speciality, and often used it as an 
accompaniment. 

Ic was not long before it was announced that 
Miss Grymes was engaged to a young, hand- 
some. and rich Frenchman bearing a title, 
though a member of a wealthy house in Paris, 
of which be was the representative in New 
York, and it was an accepted fact by the 
friends of both parties that such was the case. 
At this period Sam Ward appeared upon the 
boards and soon became an acknowledged vas- 
sal of the peeriess beauty. He set himseif to 
work to win her. For bis rival or his rival's 
rights be bad no cong deration. All is fair,“ 
quoth Sam, in love, and war.“ It was not 
long before the earnest wooing of the handsome 
lover made its impression. The Frenchman 
was cool, rather phlegmatic, and more used to 
being sought for than to seek. He made his 
advances in a cool, business-like way, and, 
considering the whole matter arranged as he 
would bave it, regarded it as unnecessary to 
give vent to any ardent expressions of his at- 
fection. Sam, meanwhile, was whispering soft 
fiatteries into the ears that drank in all their 
sweetness. Every on rising the first 
thing put into ber hands. was a bunch of vio- 
lets accompanied by anote from her admirer. 
What those notes conta ned we can only im- 
agine, but Uncle Sam was always ceie- 
brated for hie skill in getting up telling little 
letters upon love matters. dinners, invitations, 
business, or otherwise. . The end came, the en- 
gagement was broken—so was the French- 
man’s heart. He went to France to die, 
and the fair Medora became the _  sec- 
ond wife of Samuel Ward, the once 
recognized “king of the lobby,” and per- 
haps the most accomplished and popular 
man of his day. Oniy those who have put his 
friendship to the test know of his unfailing 
devotion to bis friends; no matter how dark 
the day or dull the path they might be travel- 
ing, Sam was always vn hand witb a chevring 
word and a kindly smile, and, if need be, some- 
thing more substantial. Many a wreck bas 
been saved, many a peril averted, and many a 
shattered tortune redeemed by Sam Ward's 
generosity. 

Some years since, and during the most daz-

From the time of Henri Quatre the fan became 
of such general use in France, and the fabri- 
cation of it proved so profitable, that five or 
six companies wished to engross the manu- 
tacture of it entirely. A judgment delivered 
on this point in 1664 put an end to their pre- 
tensions. The King was thereupon appealed 


to, and Louis XIV. published an edict by which. 


the master gilders on copper to the number of 
sixty were constituted a corporation ‘and were 
alone to exercise the trade of fanmaking. It 
was the rule of monopoly; but in 1753 the 
number of fanmakers was doubled. Soon 
they amounted to 150. From this time we may 
date the decrease in the price of fans—for ex- 


ample, one might be procured for one cent. 


All the skill and care, however, of the fabri- 
cators were bestowed upon the high-priced 
fans alone—the others were totally neglected. 
Thus the most celebrated artists of the epoch 
did not disdain to give their works to be 
mounted as fans, and Boucher, Watteau, and 
other masters of those days painted upon those 
fragiie leaves whose maginificent mountings 


were labored witb such exquisit skill as almost 


to rival the masterpieces which they held. 
The fans which date from the reign 
of Louis XV. are the most sought for 
at the present day, but there are a great many 
of them said to be manufactured at that time 
whose origin is doubtful. As to those which 
date from the seventeenth century, they are 
preserved as curiosities. Fans of the time of 
Louis XIV. are most rare. Fans in wood and 
silk impregnated with,odors were very much 
the fashion under Louis XIV., but at the time 
of the trials of the female prisoners, it being 
discovered that they had deen the medium 
through whicn some of the terrible tragedies 
by poisoning had been enacted, they were pro- 
hibited by an edict of the King. In Spain the 
fan is used not only as an article of luxury and 
great beauty in its design and torm, but dur- 
ing the bot season is as necessary to the hum- 
biest or the b.ghest as the dress they wear, and 
its price varies from $300 to 10 cents,

An Approaching Royal Marriage. 

The announcement of the approaching mar-

A professor of anatomy said: 
has more muscles than any other portion of 
the body—the number varies from nineteen to 
tweaty-one.

Women have 
the same muscles of the mouth as men, and 
are generally as well able to use them. There 
is no reason at all why everybody should 
not whistie. Some try to whistle by biow- 
ing through their pouting lips, but that 
all.
